Have you tried to find information about your ancestor who served in the U.S. Army 
during World War I? Knowing that many U.S. Army records for World Wars | and II were 
damaged or destroyed in the 1973 fire at the National Personnel Records Center in St. 
Louis, 


| haven't tried to obtain my grandfather’s world war | record. Instead, I’m looking to other 
means of documenting his military service. One of the sources that is proving to be of 
value is the Dodge City newspapers. Even though I’ve spent many hours reading back 
issues of those newspapers at the Kansas State Historical Society in Topeka, | wasn’t 
reading the issues during world war |. Since many of these newspapers are now on 
Newspapers.com, | decided to see what | could find about the military service of my 
grandfather, Leon Crawford and his brother, Marion Crawford. 


This search turned up articles about their recruitment. 
Two Recruits a Day 
Dodge City Office Has Sent 44 Men to Army Since April 1 


The Dodge City recruiting office is maintaining an average of two recruits a day, and this 
morning it made up for several dull days by sending seven men to Ft Logan to be 
distributed to their respective departments in the army. John M. Lesch was assigned to 
the cavalry and the following joined the coast artillery: Cecil R. Campbell, Alfred B. 
Cramer, Joshia B. Owings, John J. Wiseman, Marion R. Crawford, Homer R. Sharp. 
Forty-four Men have enlisted at the Dodge City station since April 1.

The headline of the next article is somewhat confusing. It implies that the article was 
about Hodgeman County residents. Leon Crawford’s parents lived in Dodge City at the 
time and this is the first piece of evidence that as a young man, he may have been 
working in Jetmore.

| have to admit that creating the report is relatively easy because | use genealogy 
software. My program of choice is RootsMagic but most other programs will also create 
descendancy reports. 


The hardest part about creating this report is identifying the descendants and 
documenting their lives. Once I’m to the point that | want to post the report, | just let the 
software do the work. 


These directions are for RootsMagic 7. | have played around with RootsMagic 8 which is 
a bit different in the way reports are created. 


Before | create a descendancy report, | figure out how many generations | am willing to 
publish in my blog. Since my parents have living first cousins, | try to avoid including that 
generation in my report. Thus, | try to only publish from my starting ancestor down to my 
grandparents. 


With my starting ancestor highlighted in Ancestry, | pull down the REPORT menu and 
select LISTS. 


That causes the CREATE A REPORT window to open with the various types of list 
reports showing. For this report, | am using the DESCENDANT LIST report.

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Work to Do 
Saturday, September 11, 2021 


Have you heard someone say that they have finished their genealogy? Often times, the 
individual making this statement had a specific goal in mind and they have completed 
that goal. Unfortunately, most genealogists will admit that ‘being done’ is an impossibility. 
That's likely because these genealogists realize the exponential aspect of one’s family 
tree. 


Thus, having an ‘incomplete’ tree is pretty common - particularly as one goes back 
further. Recently, The Legal Genealogist wrote about a tool available to subscribers to 
the DNA Painter site to analyze the completeness of a tree in her post, Reconsidering the 
Match. 


A check of my tree for completeness on the DNA Painter site revealed that indeed, my 
tree is NOT finished. 


TREE COMPLETENESS 


There are 10 people wno appear more than once in your tree: View pedigree collapse report 


For those who are not DNAPainter subscribers, there is another way to check the 
completeness of one’s tree. This method requires the use of the free FamilySearch tree 
with oneself added to the tree. 


By looking at the fan chart for oneself, it is easy to see whether all 4th great grandparents 
have been identified by looking at 7 generation fan chart. 


Switching to each of one’s parents as the primary person allows viewing of the tree thru 
5th great grandparents. 
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| actually prefer to use the FamilySearch tree to see how complete my tree is. That’s 
because not only can | count the gray boxes but | can see where my tree is incomplete. 


Unfortunately, using the FamilySearch tree to determine completeness relies on some 
assumptions: 


¢ First assumption: that the FamilySearch tree is accurate thru at least 7 generations. 

¢ Second assumption: that | have all of these ancestors in my working tree. 
Even though those are MAJOR assumptions, | do rely on this view of my tree to see my 
‘holes’. If | want more ‘100%’ on the DNAPainter Tree Completeness tool, then | have 
work to do to identify those missing ancestors!

Saturday Night Genealogy Fun 


Here is your assignment if you choose to play along (cue the Mission Impossible music): 


1) Today is September 11th, and the 20th anniversary of the terrorist attack on the United 
States. Where were you, what were you doing, and how did it affect you? 


We’ve all heard those ‘where were you when’ discussions. Today, as | write this blog 
post, many many people are sharing where they were on the morning of September 11, 
2001. 


In 2001, | was the librarian and computer coordinator at Nemaha Valley High School. To 
understand, my memory, one has to understand that we didn’t have Facebook, Twitter or 
even MySpace in 2001. Instead of getting our information from the Internet, we were 
dependent on television news. 


During that time period, some schools had a service called Channel One. This service 
connected allowed the school to broadcast television content from Channel One to ALL 
classrooms. Some schools had this capability, but Nemaha Valley did not have Channel 
One. We did have access to educational programming such as CNN Newsroom and 
scientific programming. Most of this programming was received via satellite overnight. If 
teachers wanted to use a particular program in their classroom, then it would be recorded 
ona VHS videotape. The teacher then could use that videotape in their classroom. 


By 2001, we likely had televisions and VCR players in every classroom. However, we did 
not have the rooms wired for cablevision. Instead, watching live television was restricted 
to the office and the library. We did have the gymnasium wired for cable but there weren’t 
any televisions in the gym. 


So, on the morning of 9/11, someone - likely from the office — alerted me to the need to 
watch the news. Thus, | moved a video cart with a 32” television into the library and 
connected it to the cable outlet on the west side of the library. Ringed by bookcases, the 
library had tables and chairs to seat about 32 students. | don’t remember the enrollment 
at the time, but the high school likely had around 150 students. 


As soon as | turned on that TV, students and staff started showing up. Quietly, they would 
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come in and find a place to sit in front of the TV. All eyes were on that screen. One of the 
people closest to the TV was our new history teacher, Dennis Hermreck. I’m sure other 
teachers were in and out of the library that morning, but it is Dennis’ presence that | 
remember. Occasionally, a student would ask a question and Dennis would quietly 
answer. 


When the bell rang for the end of the period, the students would quietly get up and go to 
their next class. However, many returned to continue watching history being made. As it 
became apparent that airplanes were being hijacked, one of our students burst into tears. 
Her parents were in California and scheduled to fly back to Kansas that morning. 


The rapt attention to the television did not end with the end of the school day. Instead my 
husband and | were constantly watching the news that evening and for the next few 
weeks. 


When the news magazines came out chronicling the collapse of the towers, the Pentagon 
and flight 93, | happened to be in our forensic coach’s room after school. Her young sons 
happened to be in the room doing their homework. They picked up one of those 
magazines and she was struggling trying to explain the pictures to her sons. 


As we mourned individually and as a nation, we came together. Instead of being Kansans 
versus New Yorkers, we were all Americans, united in our grief, united in our love for our 
country. 


Each of us have our own individual memories of 9/11. AS we remember, may we also 
remember our unity afterwards and work to reclaim that unity today.

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Branding 
Tuesday, September 14, 2021 


In the early days of Dodge City, not only did cattle come into town from Texas, but many 
of the local land owners raised cattle. Without fences around their land, these herds of 
cattle were allowed to roam freely, becoming mixed in with other herds of cattle. 


Then in late spring, the cattle men would conduct a round-up to gather all of the cattle 
and separate the herds. The post, 1878 Cattle Drives, discusses this process. 


It was the work of only a few hours to “cut out” and separate the cattle and start the herds 
back to their ranges again. Every animal is known by its brand, so that ownership is 
easily determined, and those that have drifted miles away during the winter storms and 
become a part of other herds are picked out in a few minutes, claimed by the owners and 
started back to the range. 


The Dodge City papers provided a way for the local cattle men to register their brands by 
publishing images and information about the owner in the papers.

After round-up, these cattle men had to brand the young calves in their herds. With a 
large number of cattle needing branded at the same time, these owners were in the 
market for anything that could speed up the process. 


Thus, James H. Crawford’s installation of a ‘branding device’ appears to have been the 
solution. 


About ten thousand head of cattle have been branded this season at the Crawford corrall, 
on the south side of the river, in the Parker machine. The capacity of this machine is 
about four hundred head of cattle daily. The price for branding is from seven to ten cents 
a head. This week one thousand head of Mathers cattle have been branded there. The 
machine is about twenty feet long and will hold from four to six head of cattle at a time. It 
is just wide enough for the passage of a full grown animal. When the cattle enter the 
machine they find on the bottom a wooden frame crossed by iron rods about six inches 
apart. when the machine is full the frame is elevated by pulleys operated by a horse. The 
legs of the animals are between the rods and presently the rods strike their abdomens 
and lift them from the ground, their bodies resting on the rods, with their legs swinging 
underneath. While in this helpless condition the branding irons are applied. It requires five 
men to work the machine.

Based 
on my previous research, | knew that the grocer, J. H. Crawford, was James H. Crawford, 
the older brother of my ancestor Washington Marion Crawford. | also knew that | could 
find most of the Dodge City papers for that time period on Newspapers.com. So | started 
searching those papers to learn more about J. H. Crawford and his grocery store.

The Post Office (PO) was at the corner of 2nd and Chestnut in 1887. Based on the ad 
telling me the store was ‘five doors west of the postoffice,’ the 1887 map would indicate 
that the store was at the corner of 3rd and Chestnut. But then, | would see ads stating the 
store was north of the Wright House or a few doors north of the post office. Neither of 
these statements made sense with the 1887 map. 


So, | went back to the Library of Congress to see if there was an earlier set of maps. 
Fortunately, there was a map from 1884. 
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1884 Sanborn Map Dodge City 


When | first looked at this map, | quickly found the Wright House but | didn’t see the post 
office. However, careful study of the map revealed the post office in the ‘back’ of a drug 
store at the corner of N. Front Street and 2nd Avenue. 


Now | just needed to figure out when the store was located at the various locations. To do 
this, | searched the Dodge City newspapers for Crawford from 1882 to 1887. | then 
created a spreadsheet for the date of the item, name of newspaper and the location of 
the store if given. Thus, | was able to create a chronological list of the Crawford grocery 
newspaper items.

What is perhaps the most complete list of Ford county soldiers that has been made here, 
has just been prepared by Clyde E. Smith. Mr. Smith was asked by the local chapter of 
the Red Cross to mail to all of the Ford county soldiers some printed information that was 
available regarding the insurance which the government is offering to the men in the 
army. It was not known which of the Ford county men had taken advantage of the 
government insurance, so in order to get one of the letters to every man that could be 
reached Mr. Smith made a special effort to get as complete a mailing list as possible.

Private Crawford goes on to say that letter writing is done under difficulties in his camp — 
a mess kit was his desk, he says. Letters also must be finished before dark, as no lights 
are allowed. 

“Our battery so far has been successful in dodging shells,” he writes, “but were often 
exposed while hauling shells to the guns. We have been on the front since August 1 and 
haven't lost a man yet, but | guess we are lucky, although some batteries have been here 
four months without losing a man.”

They all enlisted in 1917 and have been overseas for several months. They served with 
the army of occupation in Germany, and previous to the signing of the armistice they saw 
much hard fighting in some of the severest engagements of the war. Mr. Campbell 
returned a day or two before the others, having returned as a casual. 


He boarded at 504 av G in Dodge City, Ford, Kansas, United States in 1920 and was 
employed as a switchman for the AT&SF Railway. 19- 21 Marion Crawford was listed as 
a 23 year old son of Judson F. Crawford on the 1920 Ford County, Kansas census. The 
family was living at 504 Ave G in Dodge City, Kansas.

He died when he fell under the wheels of an oncoming switch engine on 29 Jul 1920 at 
the age of 24 in Dodge City, Ford, Kansas, United States.

Injury Fatal to M. R. Crawford 
Death This Morning Follows Accident 


Young Man Missed Footing when 
Attempting to Mount Switch Engine 
and Fell Beneath Wheels — 

One Leg Severed and the Other 
Amputated by Physicians 


Marion R. Crawford, son of Mr. and Mrs. J. F. Crawford, 504 Avenue D, was fatally 
injured early Thursday morning about 2:30 when attempting to step upon the back of an 
oncoming switch engine. He accidentally missed his footing and fell under the wheels. 
One of his legs was cut off next to the hip and the other was so badly mangled as to 
make amputation necessary. 

It was necessary to jack the rear of the engine in order to keep from running over the boy 
a second time. As soon as this was accomplished he was taken to the McCarty hospital 
with all possible speed, where everything that could possibly be done was performed to 
save the young man’s life. He remained unconscious almost to the time of his death, 
which occurred at 8:30 this morning. 

Marion R. Crawford was born in Dodge City October 24, 1895. He was well known here, 
having lived practically his entire life in the community. During the war he enlisted in the 
army, serving with Battery D, of the 13th Field Artillery, stationed at Camp Green, 
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Charlotte, North Carolina. He was overseas and fought for his country in the Argonne, 
afterwards serving with the army of occupation. Marion Crawford was quiet, reserved and 
had a host of friends in Dodge City. After returning from the army he obtained a position 
with the Santa Fe railroad as switchman, and it was at this job that he was working when 
the accident happened. He was a member of the A.O.U.W. in good standing and also a 
member of the Brotherhood of Switchmen. 

He is survived by his father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. J. F. Crawford, four married sisters, 
Mrs. Bernice Allen, of Cimarron, Mrs. Russell Horton of Dodge City, Esther and Lois 
Crawford and two brothers, Leon and High. His grandmother, Mrs. Mary Crawford, also 
lives in Dodge City, and Nelson Crawford, an uncle is an employee in the post office. 

The funeral arrangements have not yet been made.

As you go thru your old photos, do you ever find some that need more of a story to go 
with them? That’s my case with photos my grandmother handed down of my 
grandfather’s threshing machine. Unfortunately, my grandfather didn’t live to tell me 
stories of his very interesting life and | didn’t get many details about the thresher from my 
grandmother. 


Based on the photos, my grandfather operated two different threshers. One was horse 
driven and the other was steam driven.

To try and learn more about my grandfather and his threshers, | turned to Kansas 
newspapers. Since my grandfather lived near Crandall and Vernon, Kansas at the time, | 
searched both Coffey county and Woodson county newspapers. 


The article, “Little Threshers Doing the Business” in the 10 Jul 1919 issue of The Daily 
Republican from Burlington Kansas helps date the transition from horse drawn to steam 
driven threshers. 


Little Threshers Doing the Business 


The small threshing machines which were sold this summer to groups of farmers around 
Burlington are proving successful. These threshers are pulled by tractor engines which 
any of the farmers own and use for other purposes. Many of the tractors were sold along 
with the threshers. 


Some doubt has been expressed as to whether or not the small machines would handle 
the heavy straw this summer and also whether or not there would be enough power in 
some of the smaller tractor engines to pull the machines when handling the long straw 
but Mr. Sherwood, manager of the Burlington Hardware Co., which concern has sold 
about 40 of the machines stated this morning that the machines were working in full force 
threshing from 500 to 500 bushels a day depending on their size and that no difficulty has 
been experienced by the heavy straw. in most instances the small threshers were bought 
by groups of 4 or 5 farmers who have wheat land in the same neighborhood. One of the 
machines is now in operation at the Mike Russell farm, one at Robert King’s, one at L. K. 
Prokop and one on the John Kennedy farm. All are doing first class work. Other 
machines are scattered over the county. Mr. Sherwood predicts that eventually a large 
part of the wheat will be threshed by smaller community owned machines. 


Details about my grandfather’s threshing machine are sketchy, but local news items do 
indicate that he ran a threshing machine. 


There are two threshing machines in this neighborhood. Osmond Briles is threshing for 
Mrs. L. E. Crandall and lra Edwards for Jess Lippe.

Well, it’s Saturday afternoon and I’m working on my genealogy while watching the K- 
State (Kansas State University) football game on TV. As the wildcats were winning their 
game, | decided to check out Randy Seaver’s Genea-Musings blog to see what the 
‘Saturday Night Genealogy Fun’ blogging challenge is for this week. 


It's Saturday Night again -Time for some more Genealogy Fun!! 


Here is your assignment if you choose to play along (cue the Mission Impossible music): 
1) Many of our ancestors migrated to a distant place. Which one of your ancestors 
migrated the furthest? Or the furthest in North America? It could be in one big move, or in 
several smaller moves over their lifetime. How far did they travel? Do you know the route 
they took? 


Thinking about these questions and my tree, | don’t have ancestors that traveled long 
distances across the United States. Since all of my second great grandparents settled in 
Kansas, my ancestors didn’t even migrate clear across the country.

Thus, | have to turn to my immigrant ancestors to find the one who traveled the farthest. 
And | have to admit that | haven’t done much research of my immigrant ancestors. My 
tree can be divided into those ancestors who are included in published genealogies and 
those who are proving to be difficult to research in the pre-1850 records. 


Since many of my lines came from England or Scotland, their distance of travel is similar. 
The branch of my tree that | think may have migrated the furthest is also one with a very 
interesting travel story: my Briles (Broils, Broyles, Breuel) line. 


My ancestor, Johannes Breuel, his wife, Urusla Ruop, and children Jacob, Conrad and 
Elisabetha have all been identified as members of the Second Germanna Colony. 
Compared to other immigrant ancestors in my tree, their story is unique. 
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The We Relate web site includes the following information about the Second Germanna 
colony. 


Second Germanna: Later, in 1717, a shipful of German immigrants bound for 
Pennsylvania, landed in Virginia with approximately 70 persons, and this second group of 
settlers (called “The Second Germanna Colony” or “New German Town”) arrived in 
Germanna (about 2 miles away from the First Colony at the fork of the Rapidan and 
Rappahannock Rivers, i.e. — “The Great Fork”) in the beginning of 1718. Whether their 
ship landed in Virginia due to weather (the Captain’s claim) or due to collusion (between 
Spotswood, his associates and the Captain) is not clear. This second group, was put to 
work by Spotswood in “naval stores” and were not involved in the iron mines. They were 
placed on 13,000 acres of land which Lt. Gov. Spotswood and Robert Beverley (and 
other partners), who needed settlers to move onto the land to lay claim to it. Since their 
transportation was paid for by these partners, they became indentured servants and were 
bound to locate to that area. This group of German immigrants, who originated from the 
Baden, Wurttemberg, Heidelberg and Neckar regions of Germany and Switzerland, was 
Lutheran by religion.

The ‘ Second Germanna Colony‘ page on the Alexander Spotswood website tells a 
slightly different version of their story. 


The Germanna Second Colony, unlike the Germanna First Colony, did not come to 
Virginia of their own free will. Their ship’s captain, Andrew Tarbett, had promised to take 
them to Pennsylvania — where we believe their friends and families were headed — on 
his ship Scott. But Tarbett had gambled away their passage money in London. He knew 
that the Lieutenant Governor Alexander Spotswood in Virginia would pay the costs of 
their journey if the Germans were delivered to Virginia, as Spotswood was willing to pay 
to increase the supply of hard workers in his colony. Captain Tarbett pretended that the 
Scott was blown off course and “accidentally” arrived in Virginia where he delivered his 
passengers to Spotswood.

The Germanna Second Colony’‘s version of their story is similar to that posted on the 
Alexander Spotswood site: 


The Second Colony, in contrast, came from the Palatinate and the Kraichgau area of 
Baden-Wiurttemberg, Germany. Its members did not come voluntarily to Virginia. These 
families expected to go to Pennsylvania with other Germans, but their ship’s captain, 
Andrew Tarbett, had been incarcerated in London for debt, and their money was used up 
while they waited. Tarbett must have known that Governor Spotswood was willing to pay 
the passage for another group of Germans, for when he got out of debtor’s prison, he 
transported these Germans on his ship, the Scott, to Virginia, pretending to be blown off 
course in a storm. There, lost and penniless, they became indentured servants to 
Spotswood.

According to the list of second colony members on the Germanna website, Johannes 
Breuel came from the area of Otisheim, Wurttemberg, Germany. According to Google 
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Maps, Otisheim is almost straight north of Zurich Switzerland and northwest of Stuttgart, 
Germany. 


The Breuel family likely migrated up the Rhine River. If so, they left Europe at Rotterdam 
to arrive in London before boarding the ship for the Americas. 


Thus, my line that likely migrated the furthest also has one of the most interesting 
migration stories.

In January of 1885, a fire spread from the postoffice East along Front Street destroying 
most of the block to the East of the lowa House. 
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Caught It at Last 


About three o’clock last Sunday smoke and flames were seen issuing from the grocery 
house of Perry Wilden. It was inevitable, in the estimation of everybody who saw them 
that the buildings in the post office block were doomed to immediate destruction. The first 
thought was to save goods and the work of relieving the business houses adjacent of 
their stores was commenced with vigor. a thousand people were soon in the vicinity of 
the fire and everybody lent a willing hand in the effort to rescue property from the 
destructive breath of the flames. The first building west of Wilden’s was the Union 
Restaurant which ended in smoke at the drop of the hat. West of that was THE COWBOY 
building. Before the flames reached it all of the goods in the lower story had been 
removed. Marsh & Sons had a splendid stock of clothing and gents’ furnishings goods in 
the front room and Mr. Robbins had a tailor shop with appurtenances and a choice 
selection of raw goods in the rear, nearly everything was saved. THE COWBOY occupied 
the whole of the second story. Material probably to the value of five hundred dollars was 
rescued form there. The power press was destroyed and a large portion of the type was 
badly “pied.” A printing office is one of the worst institutions in the world to handle when a 
fire is around. Across the street west from THE COWBOY building is the lowa House. By 
heroic efforts it was saved from destruction. At one time all of the east side was ina 
blaze. Had this building been destroyed the appetite of the fire demon would not have 
been appeased until every building in the lowa House block and been swallowed up. 
Across the railroad on the south the warehouses of R. M. Wright & Co., and Morris collar 
caught fire and were destroyed, will all of their contents. The warehouse of the York- 
Parker-Draper company was said to have been saved by the mineral paint on the 
outside. East of Wilden’s was the dry goods house of Gaede, Baker Co. The building 
went up a flying, but the most of the goods were saved. Next was Morris Collar’s 
hardware store and general curiosity shop. It was impossible to save much of his stock, 
owing to t he nature of the goods. His stock was valued at $30,000, most of which is a 
total loss. His insurance was only about $2,000. Next was the hardware store and tin 
shop of Charlie Shields. It went to kingdom come in a hurry, with most of the stock. Mr. 
Shields is one of the greatest sufferers of this calamity His stock is worth about $4,000 
and he hadn’t a dime of insurance. Now here is where the virtue of Brick is demonstrated. 
East of Shield’s is the brick store just being erected by Jacob Collar. The brick wall was 
too much for Mr. Fire. His stomach couldn’t digest the brick and he quit his infernal 
deviltry right then and there. Jake Collar is the man to whom is indebted the salvation of 
the buildings in the post office Block east of his new business block.

Bank it was a matter of great surprise when the doors were locked Friday last. Deposits 
to the amount of several thousand dollars had been recently withdrawn by parties who 
knew of the insufficient security that had been taken by the bank upon loses made during 
the last 18 months. This with the stringent times and depreciated real estate values made 
it impossible to much longer hold out, and upon the presentation of a check for nearly 
$4,000 they refused to pay it, for lack of funds. A number of attachments immediately 
followed. The first being in favor of H. M. Beverley. 


The bank was the repository for many school districts, as well as the county and city 
resources. 


The real estate assets of the institution are heavily encumbered and their cash value is 
difficult to estimate. Although the county may sustain some loss, it will not affect the price 
of county scrip as there is much more money on deposit in the First National Bank than 
the total amount of scrip outstanding. Also the amount deposited in the defunct bank was 
the sinking fund, and should it not all be recovered the loss will be lightly felt by the 
county. 


The complicated affairs of the bank will require some time for a full examination and 
much litigation will undoubtedly result. A majority of the creditors seem willing to give the 
bank officials ample time to make settlement. Some, however, seem to think that at least 
criminal carelessness ahs been shown in the management of the bank and it is not 
improbable that some prosecutions will follow. A. E. Grier, representing the Rollins 
Investment Company, of Denver was in the city Monday to investigate the company’s 
business, they having $4,00 in Ford county scrip which had been forwarded to Merchants 
State Bank for collection. The county’s check had been given for the amount of the scrip, 
there being a large amount to the county’s credit, but the check was not accepted by the 
bank. In some way the scrip has fallen into the possession of the county treasurer and 
the Rollins Investment Company will bring suit to recover the scrip or its cash value. They 
have retained Sutton & McGarry to protect their interests. 


Shortly after the first attachment issued the county attorney asked that a receiver be 
appointed, and L. G. Grobety was made receiver. Soon after the receiver had qualified 
and demanded possession an assignment was made to C. W. Averill. The 
commissioners and county attorney are awake to the interests of the county, but with the 
several attachments in the hands of the sheriff, the assignee and receiver each 
attempting to obtain possession, the assets will be used up in the payment of fees.

Then in September of 1891, The Dodge City Daily Globe carried a story describing the 
cause of the bank failure. 


The Recorded Facts 
How the Taxes Were Absorbed by the Cox Dynasty 


Through the courtesy of the receiver of the Merchant's State Bank the Globe-Republican 
scribe has been permitted to make a thorough examination of that defunct institution, and 
the memoranda therein made by Mr. Cox himself and his employes, most emphatically 
verify the very worst that has been even suspected by the writer. Space will not permit us 
this week to give the data in detail, but we have the dates and items carefully preserved 
for future reference. We will this week briefly summerise the situation, giving fuller details 
later on in the campaign. 


In November, 1887, Geo. B. Cox was elected county treasurer for the first time, over C. 
N. Van Vilet, who was deputy treasurer under R. M. Wright. In October, 1888, Mr. Wright 
turned over to Mr. Cox, his successor, every dollar of public funds entrusted to his care 
as such treasurer, with the books in perfect order. Otto Mueller was installed as deputy 
by the new treasurer, and has remained in personal supervision of the office until 
recently, in communication by letter between himself and Mr. Cox, he suggested that the 
latter return and take charge, while he, Otto, shall make the campaign for election this 
fall. This suggestion was acted upon and is now in operation. 


After taking control of the office, Mr. Cox, who was president and principal stockholder of 
the Merchants State Bank, made an arrangement, which is permitted by the statutes of 
this state, whereby his bank was designated by the board of county commissioners as 
the depository of count funds, on a security bond filed with the county clerk and approved 
by the board. Mr. Cox gave as such bond his own name and that of one other 
stockholder and director of the bank, whose stock together with that of Mr. Cox, soon 
constituted a good working majority of bank shares. — After this, when Mr. Cox had 
occasion to use money in his private business, or desired to favor a friend or political 
striker, he could drop into the bank in his official capacity as county treasurer, deposit the 
cash collections of taxes with Geo. B. Cox, banker. Then Geo. B. Cox, the business man, 
could write his check or promissory note, leave it with Geo B. Cox, the banker, and take 
the money to use as pleased him best. The state of affairs continued till the fall of 1889, 
when the bank had cashed about as much paper bearing the Cox autograph as that 
gentleman was apparently worth. Then, by herculean effort, and the lavish expenditure of 
money, he was re-elected against L. Sims, the regular republican nominee. With a new 
lease of power, Mr. Cox now delved deeper than ever into the treasury vaults In the 
spring of 1890 the bank held much more paper against him than his entire visible assets 
could be made to sell for in cash. But as county taxes came in he continued to deposit 
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them in the bank and borrow the money for his own use, and although hopelessly 
insolvent, took no less than thirteen thousand dollars in addition to what he already owed. 
The other stock holder who was on the bond to secure the county, was ere this 
hopelessly involved, notwithstanding which fact he must be provided for, as he had 
worked tooth and nail for the election of Mr. Cox. Hence he was permitted to take eight 
thousand dollars of good money. These two hauls left the bank utterly unable to meet the 
demands of the county, city and school district depositors, and the bond on file with the 
county clerk having become worthless by the insolvency of the sureties, (who in reality 
constituted the principal on whose behalf the security was given,) the taxpayers of Ford 
county have nothing to show for about thirty thousand dollars paid into the treasury as 
municipal taxes, except the possibility of a slender dividend which the closing out of odds 
and ends of the collapsed institution may realize. All this money will have to be collected 
over again in addition to that needed for future current expenses of the county. Old Ford 
is one of the best counties in the state and by prudent administration of her affairs 
hereafter, will soon recuperate her wasted resources, but woe be unto us if we again 
renew the power of the vampire which has to greedily absorbed our revenues in the past. 


The Dodge City Globe (Dodge City, Kansas) 2 Sep 1891 


The September 10, 1891 issue of the Dodge City Globe contains a letter from Geo. B. 
Cox outlining where the money went. Later papers have several notices for the sale of 
property owned by Geo. B. Cox and his wife, Amy. Even though the papers covered the 
scandal and hinted at criminal charges, a search of the papers thru 1892 did not uncover 
a criminal trial. 


Thus, the Merchants State Bank where J. H. Crawford served as a director in 1886 was a 
failure five years later.

Did you test your DNA at Ancestry? If so, have you checked the newly updated ethnicity 
results?

If asked where my ancestors were from, | often responded with Kentucky. Kentucky is 
where several of my brick walls end. If pushed to identify countries, | would have 
responded, England, Scotland, possibly Ireland, Germany and Scandinavia. Since | 
hadn't actually identified my immigrant ancestors, | was just guessing. To eliminate some 
of this guesswork, | decided to try and identify my immigrant ancestors. 


To do this, | used the ability of RootsMagic to interface with the FamilySearch tree. Using 
the FamilySearch tree as a guide, | added ancestors starting about generation 9 and 
working back to the immigrant ancestor. Since | use color coding in my tree to identify 
various lines, | decided to color code my immigrants with the color teal. Most of these 
immigrant ancestors are in generations 12 thru generation 16. 


| realize that | have a LOT of research ahead of me to add sourcing for all of the 
ancestors | just added to my tree. However, the process has helped me learn a lot about 
my tree. 


¢ Many of my lines trace back to Middlesex county, Massachusetts 

¢ | have quite a few ancestors going back to New Amsterdam 
Unfortunately, the Ahnentafel that | had hoped to share is over 50 pages long and thus 
way too long to share in a blog post. Even though | likely will never print that report, my 
work to identify these potential ancestors will help me as | continue researching my family 
history. 


Using the Ahnentafel, | decided to count the countries of origin for my immigrant 
ancestors. Although prone to error, this tally does show that my ethnicity should be 
predominantly English.

| recently posted information about how | create descendancy reports in RootsMagic. 
That post was based on RootsMagic version 7. Since | have the ability to work with a 
preview version of RootsMagic version 8, | thought | would create a similar post for the 
newer software. 


As in RootsMagic 7, the easiest way to start creating this report is to select or highlight 
the individual who is the focus of the report. That means I’m starting on the PEOPLE 
screen. My current default view is the pedigree view. On this view, | simply clicked to go 
to the next generation on my father’s side of the tree to locate and click on the Hiram M. 
Currey | want to use for the report. When | selected him, his information appeared in the 
pane to the upper left of the pedigree. In the pane to the lower left of the pedigree is a 
search box, which | could have used to locate him instead of the pedigree. 


The next step is to switch from the PEOPLE screen tot he PUBLISH screen. This screen 
is where | can access a variety of ways to publish or share data from my tree. The top 
line of options are the reports. The icons showing on this screen will change as | work 
with reports. The four icons shown are for the four report types I’ve recently used. 


If the report that | want to use isn’t displayed on the PUBLISH screen, | can click on ALL 
REPORTS AND CHARTS which will open the list of available reports. 


To begin creating a Descendancy Report, | can either click on the DESCENDANT LIST 
icon that is currently visible on my PUBLISH screen or click on the report name in the list 
of all reports. This opens the Report window. This window is divided vertically into two 
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sections. The left side of the window are the various options for the report. The right side 
of the window is a preview of the report. 


Most of the settings for this report are relatively obvious. This would include configuring 
the number of generations and whether leading dots and color coding are used. What 
currently isn’t obvious is the ability to change the LIST FORMAT. Clicking on the LIST 
FORMAT shown opens a drop down menu revealing various options for the format. 


Once the desired settings are selected, click on the GENERATE REPORT button at the 
bottom of the left panel. This opens a preview of the report on the right. The report shown 
below is using the Name (birth date-death date) format. 


The icons above the report allow for navigating thru the report, zooming in and out, 
adjusting the fit of the report, printing and saving the report. The options available on the 
‘SAVE’ window have recently expanded to include saving as a Word document or as a 
text file.

As a genealogist, have you thought about your ‘philosophy’? For example, do you just 
search ancestors or do you also search descendants? 


| was aware that different genealogists have differing research philosophies or goals. 
However, | hadn’t paid attention to differing philosophies about what is recorded in a 
research log. | had made an assumption that a research log was where one tracked all of 
the sources used. | hadn’t considered the fact that some genealogists might also include 
sources they want to use in their research log. 


However, my eyes were opened to these differing philosophies about how a research log 
is used when | made a post to the RM 8 preview group asking about the transition of 
research logs and tasks lists from RootsMagic 7 to RootsMagic 8. Knowing about these 
different ways to use a research log not only made me question my own use but also 
helps me understand the complexity of the programming decisions going into RootsMagic 
8. 


RootsMagic 7 has three different ways to track research activities 


* Correspondence List 

¢ Task List — where completed tasks can be transferred to a research log 

¢ Research Log 
| have to admit that | would get an ‘F’ when it comes to consistent use of these tools. 
However, | did try them out and tried to force myself to use them when | first transitioned 
to RootsMagic. Thus, | have information in these lists and logs and am curious about how 
it transitions into RootsMagic 8. 


In following my FB post and a couple of others regarding research logs, | learned that all 
three of the methods to track research activities in RM7 are merged into the list of tasks 
in RM8. 


To understand the tasks page in RM8, | need to refer back to the three lists in RM7. For 
example, when | pull down the LISTS menu in RM7 and select RESEARCH MANAGER, 
a window opens showing the various Research Logs | created in RM7.

In RM8, | can see the same list of items by clicking on the folder. There are three sections 
to this screen. The far left is the list of folders. The center TASKS area shows the list of 
‘tasks’ while the far right side is the edit screen for the highlighted task. 
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While trying to learn how to work with these screens, | found that the way | used tasks in 
RM7 did not transition well into RM8. In RM7, a task has an option to ‘Transfer to a 
Research Log’.

| used that ‘transfer’ option when | completed a task. Thus, most of my entries on a 
research log are ‘Completed’. Others may have used the To-Do List in RM7 to create the 
task and then transferred it to a log so they could track all tasks - completed and open. 
These different ‘philosophies’ or ways to use the ‘to-do list’ and the research logs in RM7 
are complicating how the items are imported into RM8. 


Now that | understand the importing issues, | can see clues in my list of tasks that will 
help me understand and work with the tasks in RM8. As | look at my entire list of tasks, 
there are some visual clues. 


¢ Tasks created from RM7 research logs have a priority of 6 and the priority is shaded 
a lighter blue. 

¢ Tasks created from RM7 TO-DO lists have a priority of 5 and are shaded a darker 
blue 

¢ Some of my tasks from RM7 TO-DO lists have a check mark in the STATUS column 
indicating that they are completed

Thanks to the way | created my research logs, all of those tasks with a priority of ‘6’ are 
likely completed. To verify whether a task is completed, | can look at the RESULTS 
information under the EDIT TASK on the right side of the screen. 


By running the mouse across the results, a pop-up window appears showing what has 
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been entered in this field.

Clicking on the > symbol to the far right of the Results line will open the Edit Note Slide- 
out. This is where changes to the RESULTS note can be made. The < symbol at the top 


of the EDIT NOTE Slide out will close this slide-out and save the changes to the

Since the results for the task indicate that this task was completed, | can change the 
status from ‘In progress’ to ‘Completed.’ 


| can also change the priority. If | change the priority to 9 (lowest), the highlighting 
changes to green. 


As | learn about this TASKS page, there are visual clues to other ways to display this 
information. Besides the list or grid view, the words, ‘Filter Off,’ is a clue that | can 
FILTER the list. With three vertical dots in the upper right corner of the tasks lists, I’m 
fairly certain that symbol is a clue to additional menus. 
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Clicking on the three vertical dots does open a menu with options for filtering the list or 
printing reports. 


Clicking on the FILTER TASKS menu option opens a window allowing me to manipulate 
my list of tasks in a variety of ways.

Thus, | could use this ‘task type’ filter to just show my correspondence tasks or to show 
the items from my RM7 to-do list. 


Now that | understand how my use of the to-do list in RM7 transfers into RM8, | know that 
| have another option for filtering out the tasks that need done. | can change ‘Only show 
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tasks with a priority this high’ to 5 and uncheck completed. 


As l|’ve worked with my RMB task list and its various screens, I’ve made another 
discovery. | have data that | transcribed from various sources saved in these Research 
logs! 


Thus, | have two different types of completed tasks in my list: 


¢ Tasks that have resulted in citations for an individual’s fact or facts 

¢ Tasks that contain transcriptions and/or images related to my FAN club research 
Even though many of my tasks are in folders for a PERSON in my data base, there 
currently isn’t any way to open the person’s edit screen from the TASK page. However, it 
is possible to open the person’s edit window and then migrate back to the TASKS and 
work with both at the same time. 
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Since | can have both the TASK and the EDIT PERSON window open at the same time, | 
can easily verify whether the transcriptions in the RESULTS NOTE for the task have 
been incorporated into the Research Notes for the SOURCE. 


Thanks to the ability to have all of this information visible, verifying that the information 
recorded in the research log entries has been entered as a source for the individual will 
be easier in RootsMagic 8 than RM 7.

This happens when the place list gets ‘corrupted’. For me, that means | either typed in a 
place and didn’t select it from either the list or the gazateer OR | imported the 
person/event from some other source. Either way, | have had to periodically go thru my 
list of places and merge those duplicates. This concept is the same in RM@8 as it was in 
RM7. 


However, RootsMagic 8 adds some layers to the process. 


¢ Address 

* Repositories 

« Places 

¢ Place Details 
Addresses are easily accessible using the left menu heading. Since | only have 3 
addresses (email addresses) in RootsMagic, | don’t have any addresses to merge. 


However, | do have some repositories that should be merged. To access the list of 


repositories, | used the COMMAND PALETTE (icon like a paint palette in upper right 
corner). 
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In looking over my list of repositories, | found a few that need merged. 


¢ Ancestry.com (not sure how/why | have two in the list) 
¢ Ford County Kansas Register of Deeds and Register of Deeds, Ford County 
Courthouse 
¢ Office of Vital Statistics, Kansas Department of Health and Environment and Kansas 
State department of Health and Environment 
Clicking on the 3 vertical dots in the upper right corner of the Repositories list, a menu 
appears. 


Since the only option was to ‘Merge All Duplicate Repositories’, | clicked on the ‘PRINT 
REPOSITORIES’ option to create a report. 


| only selected the ‘ADDRESS’ and ‘NOTE’ report options and generated a report | saved 
the resulting report as a PDF. 
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Before merging the repositories, | elected to go to the FILE menu and make a backup. By 
having the pdf report and a backup, | am ready to attempt the ‘merge all’ option. And 
nothing was merged. 


Since two of my known duplicates have different names, | didn’t expect the ‘merge all’ to 
merge them. However, it thought the Ancestry repositories would get merged. 


Looking at the ‘Edit Repository’ information for my two Ancestry entries found that one 
had information entered for the website while the other did not. 


After | copied the web address from the one Ancestry entry into the address for the 
second Ancestry entry, the ‘Merge All Duplicate Repositories’ merged them into one 
entry. Thus, it appears that the information has to be exactly the same for two 
repositories to get merged. 


Since my duplicate repositories for the Ford County Register of Deeds did not merge, | 
tried the following: 


¢ Decided which repository name to keep — Ford County Kansas Register of Deeds 
* Copied that Repository name to the name of the repository | wanted to merge with 
that original 
¢ Pulled down the 3 vertical dot menus and ran the ‘Merge All ... ‘ function 
This merged my Ford County Register of Deeds Repositories. 


| tried a similar task with my duplicate repositories for the Kansas Office of Vital Statistics. 
This time, | made sure the name was the same, but | changed the address on one by 
removing the name of the state. When | tried the merge feature again, these duplicate 
repositories were NOT merged. Thus, it is likely the information in the Repository fields 
also must match. 


Since | don’t have very many duplicates, getting the two records to look alike and then 
running the ‘Merge All ...’ function will work.

Merging Places in RM68 is very similar to merging places in RM7. From the list of places, 
select (and thus highlight) the place you would like to keep. 
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Click on the 3 vertical dots in the upper right corner of the Places section to open the 
menu.

Place Details 
Since place details are associated with a specific place, they will have to be merged one 
place at a time. Fortunately, | do not have a lot of places with details. On the places 


screen, there is a column titled ‘Details’ that indicates the number of place details 
associated with that place. 
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If | click on the > next to the number of details for a place (in my case, 118 for Dodge 
City), it opens a slide-out screen listing those Place Details. 


On the ‘EDIT PLACE DETAIL’ portion of the screen, there is a > next to the events. 
Clicking on the > opens a slide-out that lists the events using that Place Detail 


In my list of PLACE DETAILS for Dodge City, | have quite a few that could be merged. 
Clicking on the 3 vertical dots in the upper right corner of the Place Details screen reveals 
a menu with the option to MERGE PLACE DETAILS. 


With the PLACE DETAIL that you want to keep HIGHLIGHTED, click on the 3 vertical 
dots and then on the menu item to open the SELECT PLACE window. (Be sure to have 
the place you want to keep selected (highlighted) before clicking on the menu.)

| merged my PLACE DETAILS prior to working on my PLACES. As | was working my way 
thru the list, | realized that some of the places | need to merge have lots of place details 
associated with them. Thus, | believe it would be more time efficient to merge places first 
and then place details. 
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RMB8 Citations Revisited

Does working with sources in RootsMagic confuse you? | know it took me a while to 
figure out the ‘Master Source’ vs the ‘Source Details’ aspects of a source in RootsMagic 
7 (RM7). And now that I’m comfortable with that terminology and their uses, the 
terminology changes slightly in RootsMagic 8 (RM8). The term ‘Source Details’ has been 
replaced with the term ‘Citation’. 


In RM7, | often copied and pasted a source (including the details) from one person or fact 
to another. For example, | would copy/paste a source for Find a Grave from the burial fact 
to the birth and death facts. | also did this with census records, copying and pasting the 
source from the fact for the head of household to the similar fact for everyone living in the 
household. 


In RM7, if | made a change to one copy of a source, my change was not made to all 
copies. | recently added two source detail fields to my source template for online census 
records: Image# and ImageTotal. As I’ve been reviewing the data | have for my second 
great-grandparents, I’ve been updating their census sources. That means that | have to 
either copy/paste the newly updated record to the other members of the household and 
delete the original source or go into the source for each household member and add this 
additional information. 


This is where the changes in RM8 are powerful. Instead of having to make the change for 
every time | used the source, | can make the change in the citation (formerly called 
Source Details) and that change will be ‘copied’ to all events using the source. 


Unfortunately, the ‘Source Details’ from RM7 import as individual Citations in RM8. For 
larger files, this creates a LOT of citations — and a LOT of work to merge the duplicates. 
During the RM8 preview, | wrote about this issue in the post, RM8 Citations. 


Since | consider this change in the way RM handles source information to be a major 
upgrade, | want to take advantage of it. However, this means that | have to get those 
duplicate citations merged. The sources page tells me how many citations | have 
attached to a particular source. As | scroll thru my list, | find that my Find a Grave source 
has over 11,000 citations associated with it. 
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Thus, merging these citation individual will be a daunting task. Since there is a ‘MERGE 
ALL’ function, | started digging to see what fields are used for comparison for this merge. 
| found the following information in a comment by Renee on a July 8 post in the 
RootsMagic 8 Preview group on FB. (Note: I’m trying to confirm that this list is still 
accurate.)

Based on my experience with merging of Repositories and the above information posted 
by Renee, | decided to run a test of the ‘Merge All’ function. 


| crated a new file and ran the merge all function on this new file. Then | looked at some 
sources to see what happened with the citations. | found that a lot of the duplicates were 
merged. However, | also found that some weren’t merged if there was a slight difference 
in the citation. 


This experimentation showed me that the conditions the software sets for the merge are 
pretty exacting. Thus, | decided to go ahead and merge my citations — after backing up 


my file first. 


To document the merge, | went to the Home page and recorded 76,574 citations.

| also took a screen shot of a random area of my list of citations — the 1900 Kansas 
census sources. 
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| then took a screen shot of one of those census sources that had quite a few citations 
attached to it —- the 1900 Republic County, Kansas record. 


Then, | clicked on the 3 vertical dots in the upper right of the SOURCES section to open 
the menu. On that menu, | selected MERGE ALL DUPLICATE CITATIONS and waited. 


Once the merge was finished, | rechecked my number of citations and it was down to 
21,349. That’s over 55,000 citations that were merged. Even with the best of intentions, | 
would not tackle that on my own.

Then | looked at the same sections of my sources lists to see what happened. This 
screen also showed a significant drop in the number of citations associated with a 
source. 


Looking at some of the other lists of citations for the 1900 Kansas census, | found some 
examples of citations that were not merged. 


Several of the citations listed for Ford County could be merged. However, they are 
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slightly different. This slight difference kept them from being merged by the ‘Merge All 
Citations’ tool. 


This ‘Merge All’ tool is powerful. However, it requires a knowledge of how sources and 
source details were created in RM7. A preview user reported that it merged all of her 
directory citations because the only difference was the image file. Since the image file 
was not one of the items considered at the time, those citations got merged when they 
should not have been. 


Thus, this ‘Merge All Citations’ tool should be used with caution — an only after backing 
up ones file.

If so, have you ever unearthed the 
possibility that you connected the wrong spouse? | think that | am uncovering such a 
mistake in my Hutchinson research. 


| had William Henry Hutchinson’s daughter Ella May connected as Etta May to the family 
of Arthur Richard Worley. I’m not sure why | went down this path. In looking at the 
sources | had, the obituary for Mrs. May Worley seemed to support such a connection. 
This obituary was published in the St. Joseph News-Press (St. Joseph, Missouri) in 
March 1966 and listed Mrs. Fred Ferguson as a sister. Since Alzeda Hutchinson, a sister 
to Ella May, was married to William Frank Ferguson, | must have assumed that Ella May 
and Etta May were the same person. 


So today, when | was working to update the descendants of Albert Hutchinson (1838- 
1896), | was reviewing sources and following Ancestry hints for Ella May. That’s when | 
ran into a red flag. The source that caused me to STOP and re-evaluate everything was a 
public member tree containing the wife of Arthur Richard Worley. This tree had Etta 
May’s maiden name as Posten and not Hutchinson. 


Thanks to this small hint, | started looking at the sources | had for Ella (Etta) May 
Hutchinson to prove or disprove that she was married to Arthur Richard Worley. 


One of those sources was an obituary for Ruth Pearl Presnell in the 3 July 1930 issue of 
the St. Joseph News-Press.

Have you ever thought that your efforts researching your family history were similar to 
putting together a jigsaw puzzle? When | started my genealogy research, | was working 
with the family stories and documents that my grandmothers provided. Gathering that 
information and piecing it together was like putting together the border of a puzzle. 


As | began to gather information from other sources, it was like turning pieces colored 
side up. As | evaluated that information, | was able to begin putting the pieces together 
into family groups. Sometimes, | found that it takes negative evidence, or pieces that just 
don’t seem to fit, to help put that family together. 


When trying to figure out who Julia Harding Hutchinson’s mother was the clues from 
‘negative evidence’ were very helpful. The 1887 will for Eliza Harding was one of those 
pieces of evidence.

While this will appears to list the children of Eliza Harding, my ancestor, Julia Harding, is 
visibly absent from this will. Also missing from this will are the siblings of Julia identified in 
other records: Caroline, Abel, Thomas, Abigail, Isabella and William Henry. In 1887, Julia 
and her siblings were married and scattered between Bremer County, lowa, and 
Richardson county Nebraska. 


While this will would suggest that these are two separate Harding families, the 1860 
census record for the Wm G Harding household in Mount Vernon Township, Black Hawk 
County, lowa is one puzzle piece tying the families together. The Wm G Harding 
household in 1860 included the following people:

This 1851 census record lists Julia and her siblings in the household of William G. 
Harding. Eliza Harding is not listed on this record. Nor are any of the Ponsford children. 
Also absent from this record is a potential mother for the Harding children. 
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These two pieces of negative evidence, Eliza’s will which does not mention Julia and the 
1851 New Brunswick census which does list Julia but does not list Eliza, are the basis for 
my current conclusion that Eliza is not the mother of Julia Harding.

That’s where | am with 
the family of Alzeda Hutchinson and her husband, William Frank (or Frank William)

person. 


The 1920 census shows William F Furgurson as a 28 year old head of the household in 
Washington township, Buchanan County, Missouri. William Furgurson was employed as 
a laborer in the hide house. According to this census record, the family included

The fact that May was listed on the 1920 census as a toddler twin but missing from the 
1930 census led me to look for her death. There is a Missouri death certificate for Ella 
May Ferguson with parents of Frank Ferguson and Elzada Hutchinson. This record 
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shows that Ella May died 2 Feb 1926 in Greene County, Missouri. Based on the census 
records, that left 7 children: 4 boys and 3 girls. 


To help verify this family structure, | turned to obituaries. Since Ray (Frank Ray 
Ferguson) died in Germany during World War II, his obituary is the first one available. 


Died in Germany 

Private First Class Frank R Ferguson died in Germany July 4, according to word received 
by his wife, Mrs. Julia M. Ferguson, 6323 Sherman street. The 27 year old infantry man 
went overseas the first of March and served with the 99th division of the 3rd army. In 
addition to his wife, he is survived by three sons, Richard, Larry and Frank; his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Ferguson of Parsons, Kan.; three brothers, Charles, William, and 
Archie and three sisters, Mrs. Mary Gualt, Mrs. Blanche Starks and Mrs. Ruth Fisher.

All of the names match up except for Mary. Mary is not listed on the census records. And, 
Lavada is mentioned on the census records but not named in this obiturary. 


To keep track of which family members were mentioned in which records, | created a 
spreadsheet to track when each person was mentioned. 
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Vada Gault is mentioned in two later obituaries while Mary Gault is not. Mary Gault’s 
obituary in 1971 lists Blanche Burr, William and Archie as siblings. These three match up 
to the children of William Frank Ferguson and Alzeda Hutchinson that were still living in 
1971. 


Based on the current information | have for these individuals, | believe that Mary Emma 
Ferguson and Lavada Ferguson are the same person. However, | have not been able to 
locate any record that would support this conclusion. All | have are 2 obituaries that place 
Mary Emma Gault in the family and 2 other obituaries that place Veda Gault in the family. 


So far, | haven't found a family tree that merges Mary Emma Ferguson Gault and Lavada 
Ferguson Gault. I’m still looking for records that would help determine whether these are 
two separate individuals or the same person. But, my current theory is that they are the 
same individual.

Making ‘S-More’ Memories — Milford 2021

Do you use the hinting system found on some of the genealogy websites? Or, are you 
one that only searches for specific information? 


When | first started researching my family history, my process was centered around 
locating specific information. In reality, this research involved locating specific types of 
records and then using those records to search for my famiily. 


Today, | am spoiled. Even though | will search for a particular set of records or county 
histories, | spend most of my research time following those hints. Since | primarily use 
Ancestry, those leaf hints often take me to obvious sources such as census records, Find 
a Grave memorials or vital records. Sometimes, they lead me to a record that | wouldn't 
have thought to research. 


That is the case with a hint for my great grandmother, Josie Winifred Hammond 
Crawford. | had already done quite a bit of research on Josie. Thus, when | saw a new 
hint, | thought it would be to another Ancestry member tree. Instead, | was surprised to 
find the hint leading to an obituary. 


Since | live in Kansas, | have access to a wonderful newspaper collection at the Kansas 
State Historical Society. Thus, | had already found my great grandmother’s obituary in the 
Dodge City Daily Globe. This find was in my early days of research, when | transcribed 
portions of the obituary and took notes on the other parts. 


Even though many of the Dodge City newspapers have been digitized, the 1954 issues 
have yet to be digitized. Thus, | was surprised to find that the Ancestry hint led to a copy 
of Josie’s obituary. This obituary was published in The Wichita Eagle (Wichita, Kansas) 
on 28 Sep 1954.

Are you a fan of the hints the various genealogy sites provide linking someone in your 
tree to a record? | have to admit that | am a fan of those hints, particularly the Ancestry 
leaf hints. Some would say that I’m a lazy researcher when I’m doing descendancy 
research since | often don’t dig any further than those hints. 


And then | run across Maude Mabel Harding with hints for three different surnames. At 
first, | dismiss those hints since FamilySearch does not show Maude (KCW7-CK2) with 
only one husband, Clayton Cook, whom she married in 1892 in Bremer County, lowa. But 
those hints keep ‘poking’ at me, wanting me to pay attention. Thus, | decide to look at the 
three suggested trees. And | find the Sears Family Tree with the three husbands and 
SOURCES. 


One of those sources is a 1930 lowa marriage record where Maud Mabel (Harding) Dean 
lists her parents as Thomas Harding and Mary Briner — the same parents that | have for 
Maud Mabel Harding. According to the record, Maude Mabel Dean married Conrad C. 
Funk on 6 Aug 1930. 


With this 1930 record and the 1892 record from Bremer County, lowa, | now have 
identified two potential husbands for Maude Mabel Harding: Clayton Earnest Cook and 
Conrad C. Funk. 


But in the 1930 marriage record, her surname was Dean. Thus, | need to look for a 
marriage sometime between her marriage to Clayton Cook in 1892 and her marriage to 
Conrad Funk in 1930. The Ancestry tree that led me to the marriage record identifies the 
second husband as Harvey W. Dean. It also indicates that Maude and Harvey Dean had 
a son born in 1908. This would place their marriage sometime between 1903 and 1908.

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Waverly Has an Elopement Sensation 

Harvey Dean and Mrs. Clayton Cook Left Town Together 

Waverly, lowa, Oct. 13 — One of the greatest sensations which has occurred in Waverly 
for several years has just come to light in the discovery that one woman’s husband and 
another man’s wife, who left Waverly on the same day for different destinations, really 
went together and are now supposed to be living in St. Paul as husband and wife. The 
man in the case is Harvey W. Dean, a carpenter by trade, and one of Waverly’s best 
known citizens. He is the only son of the late G. R. Dean, once county superintendent of 
Bremer county and for many years mayor of Waverly. The woman with whom Dean is 
said to have eloped is Mrs. Clayton Cook, who for the past few years has resided in the 
third ward. Mrs. Cook took with her her three small children. 

Harven Dean has led a rather unusual life. His wife secured a divorce from him and soon 
after married him again. They have four small children, one of which was born before the 
divorce and three since they were remarried. about two years ago, Dean, who is a 
splendid specimen of physical manhood, and conceded to be the strongest man in 
Bremer county, discovered that he posessed rare hypnotic powers.

At this time, | only have an 1870 census 
record to identify this third Abel.

If so, have you tried to document your matches in your 
genealogy software? Do you look at a match as ‘proof’ of a relationship or as ‘supporting 
evidence’. 


Since | had my tree documented back 6 or more generations when | had my DNA tested, 
I’m not using DNA as ‘proof’ but as supporting evidence. | don’t need to prove a 
relationship to my parents, grandparents or great-grandparents. Instead, | look to DNA to 
help validate a lineage back to my 4th great grandparents or further. I’m not really 
interested in documenting segment data but in documenting the lineage. 


Thus | want to document how | connect to my matches with known common ancestors. | 
use Ancestry’s ThruLines to help me with this. Since the accuracy of ThruLines is 
dependent on user trees, | research the descendants of my ancestors.

Rumor in the RootsMagic community indicates that there is a limit to the size of a family 
tree when interfacing with RootsMagic. As a former network administrator for a high 
school, | experienced the need of students and staff for hard drive space while having to 
work with a budget that didn’t allow unlimited space.

Do you feel like you are always learning something new about your genealogy software 
or a genealogy web site.

To make that process easier, RootsMagic has been releasing frequent webinars. Even 
though | have been playing around in RM8 for a couple of months, these webinars 
ALWAYS show me some little function that | haven’t found.

One of the ‘tidbits’ | learned about from this webinar was the ability to assign an 
ABBREVIATION to a place name.

Honor to a Soldier Pioneer 
The Curry Reunion and What It Proposes to Do 


Last Saturday the Curry descendants had a reunion on the farm of John Curry in Jerome 
township, a large number of the relatives being in attendance. 


Those present were mostly the lineal descendants of the grandfather, Col. Jas. Curry, 
who was an officer in the Revolutionary army. He was a native of Belfast, Ireland, and 
emigrated with his father to America in 1782, when ten years old, and located in Augusta 
county, Va. When he arrived to manhood he entered the Revolutionary army where he 
made an honorable record. After the close of the war and when 35 years of age he 
moved to Ross county, and subsequently, in 1811, moved with is family to the wilds of 
Madison county, that portion afterwards being incorporated into Union county. He helped 
to organize the county and put it into running shape. He was a member of the legislature 
for Madison county (Union not being formed) in 1812-3, when the state capital was at 
Chillicothe. He was re elected to the same office in 1813. In 1814 he was elected from 
the Delaware and Madison district, and was returned to the same office in 1815. In 1816 
he was chosen to represent Madison county, it being entitled to a separate 
representation. In 1819 Mr. Curry was returned as Madison’s representative, and this 
term closed his official career in the legislature. It was during this his last term that the act 
organizing Union county was passed, the bill completing its passage Dec. 24, 1819. He 
was one of the electors in 1816 and cast the vote of the State at Chillicothe for James 
Monroe who was one of the Presidential candidates. He was also Associate Judge of 
Union county from 1822 til 1828, the court being held part of the time at Milford. His 
official career closing with the expiration of the Judgship, being then 76 years old, he 
retired to his farm and awaited the summons from on high, which cam to him through an 
attack of apoplexy in 1834, at the age of 82 years. He was buried in the family graveyard 
situated on the farm, by the side of his wife, who had preceded him about eight years. 


We have been thus explicit in narrating the history of Col. James Curry for the reason that 
it was proposed and planned at the family reunion, last Saturday to remove his remains 
and those of his wife, to Oakdale cemetery. This will take place Saturday afternoon of this 
week, and in view of the fact that he was an honored Revolutionary officer, having 
followed the fortunes of Washington’s army through the war, and having been so 
prominently connected with the organization of the county and shaping its destinies, the 
citizens owe it to the memory of this once patriot soldier and civilian to attend the funeral 
obsequies in a body. 

We can never fully estimate from our present standpoint the services of the Revolutionary 
soldier or his arduous labors in opening this western wilderness and shaping it to the 
requirements of social elite. We should honor them, though they be but dust now, for the 
glorious work they have done in laying the foundation stones of the grandest civilization 
the world has ever know. 


We hope our country friends, as many of them as can, will be present next Saturday 
afternoon, if not to participate in the funeral exercises, to stand at least with uncovered 
head s the dust of these respected pioneers is conveyed to the final rest. 

We regret very much that the time is so short to give the public due notice of this event. If 
timely notice could be given very many would attend who will not know anything of it till it 
is over. Let as many attend as can. 
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The following week an article appeared detailing to reburial of Col. James Curry and the 
honors paid to him and his wife.

Honors to an Early Pioneer 


Exhumation and Reinterment of the Remains of Colonel James Curry and Wife after a 
Slumber of Fifty Years, and the Honors Paid Them 


Saturday last was the day set apart by the Curry descendents to take up the remains of 
Col. James Curry and his wife, in Jerome township, and have them removed to Oakdale 
cemetery, one mile west of Marysville. 

The Editor of the Tribune upon the invitation of Col. W. L. Curry, shared with him his 
buggy to the old farm so long occupied by the venerable grandsire. It is situated about 
one mile to the southwest of New California, on the road leading from the latter place to 
Plain City. We arrived there about 11 o’clock and found about twenty persons present, 
mostly those who belong to or are connected with the lineage of the family. 


The graves had already been opened and it was bu the work of a few moments to lift the 
skeletons from their long resting place and put them in a new casket, specially prepared 
for them. The main bones of the frame-work in both graves were in good condition for 
removal, and they were as artistically placed in their new receptacles as though done by 
a professed anatomist. 

The caskets were then closed up and removed to the hearses which were in waiting, and 
in a few moments after the cortege was on its way to Oakdale cemetery. 


The graveyard is located on the farm where Mr. Curry resided (now owned by the 
Nonemaker heirs) about two or three hundred yards west of north of the point where the 
original pioneer cabin stood, no traces of which for many years have been left. The burial 
limits are about three rods square, surrounded by a board fence gong to decay. Within 
the enclosure stand two walnut trees and about half a dozen honey locusts, which 
suggest to the passing traveler that this must be a family burial place. There are some 
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half dozen other graves in the lot, in all of which are remains of the Curry connection. 

Two old-fashioned, plain sandstone slabs marked the graves which were opened. That of 
the venerable sire had the simple inscription: “James Curry, died July 5th 1834, aged 82 
years, 5 months and 7 days.” 

The inscription on the wife’s headstone reads: “Mary M. Curry, died January 10,, 1826, 
aged 57 years.” Then follow the lines written after he death by her poet son, Otway: 

“The spirit hath returned to him 

Who gave its heavenly spark. 

To live and reign with Seraphim, 

When suns and stars are dark.” 


The same son subsequently wrote a beautiful poem, entitled “To My Mother,” which will 
be found in the second department of the County History, page 93. It is a gem that has 
won for itself immortality. 


The coffins were both made after the proverbial old sextagon style with a distention 
across the breast and the sides sloping towards the ends. The wood was the customary 
black walnut. The lid of the coffin and the covering over it were decayed and the earth 
had fallen in. The sides were standing in position, but considerably decayed. It that of Mr. 
Curry the wood was well preserved and so tough that it could hardly be whittled with a 
penknife. The bottom boards of both coffins were sound. 

As before intimated the remains were taken out in good shape. They has been entombed 
— those of the husband fifty years, lacking ten months and those of the wife fifty-eight 
years. 


Of those who were present at Mr. Curry’s funeral, four were present to witness the 
exhumation, namely, John Curry, Zachariah Noteman, George Rickard and Llewellyn 
Curry, the latter being then but four years old. 


A procession of seven or eight carriages followed the hearses to town. At the east end 
the pall bearers in carriages were in waiting to join the procession. These gentlemen 
were George Snodgrass, sr., Andrew Keys, William M. Robinson, John F. Sabin, Levi 
Longbrake, John B. Coats, David O. Winget, Taber Randall and James A. Henderson. 


As the procession moved west through Fifth street, it was met in front of the M.E. church 
by the members of the Grand Army of the Republic who filed their lines on each side of 
the road for the head of the cortege to pass through. As the hearse bearing the remains 
of the old Revolutionary veteran, draped int he flag he one so nobly defended, came up, 
the members of the Grand Army marched on either side of the hearse till reaching Court 
street, where they entered carriages and preceded the hearses to the cemetery grounds. 


Arriving there the caskets were ranged in the shade of teh overhanging oaks. Rev. Thrail 
read some appropriate scripture lessons and offered prayer. After stating the nature of 
the obsequies, he introduced Hon. J. W. Robinson, who read a brief history of the early 
pioneer, the services he rendered the country and the responsible public trusts he 
subsequently filled, and referred tot he appropriateness of the honors that were being 
paid on this occasion to one who had acted so conspicuous a part in the development of 
this part of the country. 


Judge Cole followed in some appropriate off-hand remarks. He had known Mr. Curry in 
his day, and knew him to be a true, honest man in every respect and worthy of the high 
honors paid to his memory by the living of to-day. The remarks of both gentlemen were 
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listened to with profound attention. 


William M. Robinson, after Curry’s casket had been lowered into the grave remarked: “I 
assisted burying these remains in the family graveyard nearly fifty years ago.” It is one of 
the strange events, that fifty years later he should be called to assist in the reburial of the 
same person. 


Under two oaks, whose outreaching branches shade the chosen spot; will henceforth rest 
the dust of these early pioneers. Here the family descendants will make their periodical 
pilgrimages to pay their devotions to an honored ancestry; and here too the patriot and 
civilian may drink in the Revolutionary inspiration of love of country and home. And las of 
all, the imperishable marble will mark the spot honored to hold the dust of a true friend of 
his country and of mankind.

It's Sunday morning and | just saw Randy Seavers’ #SaturdayNightGenealogyFun 
blogging prompt! For me, it is a complicated topic — so here goes. 


It's Time for More ... 


Saturday Night Genealogy Fun! 


Your mission, should you decide to accept it (cue the Mission Impossible! music) is to: 
1) |am a slave to my computer — how about you? What is your computer history — what 
have you used, when did you get it, what did you do on it, etc.? 


To be upfront, | have no formal training with computers or databases. However, over half 
of my teaching career was spent working with computers. To say that | was self-taught is 
also not correct. Along the way, there were a lot of people who either helped teach me or 
allowed me to watch and question them as they worked. 


It all began as a sophomore in college when | worked as a chemistry lab assistant. At the 
time, the chemistry department and the math department shared a programmable 
computer. | didn’t know anything about programming computers and had only heard the 
older lab assistances talking about their computer classes using punch cards. 


However, | heard enough to know that if | could learn to program the computer, it could 
help me grade a particular lab report. Even though this was just chemistry II, one of the 
labs was a quantitative analysis lab requiring the students to do a lot of calculations. This 
was before calculators, so the only tool | had to check those calculations was my slide 
rule. Thinking this ‘magic’ machine we shared with the math department would do those 
calculations for me, | talked a senior into helping me learn to program the computer so | 
could enter the data and it would spit out the results. Knowing that | spent hours learning 
to program, | likely didn’t save any time. 


My second hands-on came around 1983. The high school had just purchased three 
computers. My husband had chaired a committee that included a math teacher (John 
Roach) and a member of the community (Dave Lauer) to evaluate our options and make 
a recommendation to the board as to which brand to purchase. Let’s just say that some 
of the companies fell down on the job and the winning presentation was Commodore. 
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The first purchase was for three PET computers. | was not on the committee and really 
had nothing to do with these PET computers. However, we had a very snowy week 
where it started snowing (and blowing) on Monday and continued to lightly snow and 
blow a lot the rest of the week causing school to be cancelled for most of the week. 
During the mornings, my husband would drive me thru the drifts in the parking lot so that | 
could work on entering my classroom inventory into the computer. (| was teaching biology 
at the time, and the inventory was extensive.) 


Shortly after that, my husband and | purchased our first home computer, a Commodore 
64. According to my husband, this computer cost $500 plus $500 for the monitor and 
another $500 for the printer. 


In 1985, | transitioned from the biology classroom to the school library. Around 1992, the 
library was automated and the first ‘network’ was introduced into the high school. Even 
though the computer classroom was using Commodore 64s, the library used DOS based 
computers. | had NO knowledge of DOS, let alone computer networks and am very 
thankful for the patient salesman who did that initial install! 


At some point, the school switched out the Commodore 64s for Apple IIGS computers. 
These computers were still ‘stand alone’ computers and only located in the computer 
classroom. 


In 1998, my teaching contract changed. | was no longer just the school librarian but also 
the technology coordinator. 


That means the school had computers outside of the computer classroom and likely had 
implemented a network, which | was tasked to manage. Our first network was a token 
ring network with Novell servers. The computers used an early version of Windows. Over 
the years, the school transitioned from token ring to Ethernet and implemented wireless 
networking. When Google for Education became available, the school quickly adapted it. 
Thus, our Groupwise email server was replaced by gmail accounts and our web server 
and the sites it hosted were replaced by Google sites. Towards the end of my career, the 
building transitioned again, this time to MacIntosh laptops when the building became a 1 
to 1 building where each student had their own computer. 


At home, we converted from our Commodore 64 to an Apple IIE computer. | believe my 
first genealogy software was PAF for this Apple IIE. Outgrowing the storage capacity of 
that Apple IIE, we purchased a DOS computer and | had my genealogy work converted 
to PAF for DOS. 


In my early days of using PAF, it was simply the entry of birth, marriage, death and burial 
dates along with connecting people into families. PAF was a great program for the time, 
but | wanted something to allow me to keep better track of the sources | was using. After 
researching several programs, | transitioned to The Master Genealogist. 


About the time of my retirement, support for The Master Genealogist was discontinued. 
Even though some are still using The Master Genealogist, | elected to convert my 
genealogy work to RootsMagic. When RootsMagic’s TreeShare was released, | used 
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RootsMagic to connect my computer database to my Ancestry tree. | recently upgraded 
from RootsMagic 7 to RootsMagic 8 and am learning something new about this powerful 
software on a regular basis. 


Because | had no formal training with computers, | took advantage of the learning 
opportunities of the time to learn from others. In my early days of computing, this involved 
e-mail listservs and computer conferences. In the genealogy world, | took advantage of 
nearby genealogy conferences when they fit in my schedule. However, it was the 
genealogy listservs and message boards that provided constant learning opportunities. 


Today, | am still learning. However, Facebook groups, YouTube videos, blogs, webinars 


and Zoom meetings have become my go-to resources to learn more about genealogy 
tools and research. 
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Identifying Heirs

Has anyone in your family already created a family genealogy? When | first started, | was 
fortunate to receive copies of two such works. One was the Crawford genealogy 
prepared by my great aunt Gladys. The other was a Briles genealogy prepared by my 
mother’s second cousin once removed, Max Briles. Both of these genealogies laid the 
groundwork for my research of these lines. 


The Max Briles genealogy is a miraculous document when one considers how one 
researched at the time of its creation. Instead of opening one’s computer to access 
cemetery, census and vital records, Max did a lot of his ‘research’ by contacting the living 
family members. | remember my mother talking about such a letter and that she sent him 
our family information. And yes, | am in Max’s Briles Genealogy. 


| am currently updating my research of Max’s uncle, Alexander G. Briles and Alexanders’ 
descendants. Even though the information in the genealogy is sparse, it is enough to 
begin looking for additional records.

Documenting the life of the daughters is proving difficult. In 1930, the girls are not living 
with their step-mother but are found in three different households: 


¢ Bertha Briles — an 18 year old born in Kansas listed as a servant in the household of 
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Edw W. Stochebrand in Woodson County, Kansas 
¢ Myrl and Pearl Briles — 16 year old females born in Kansas who were listed as 
nieces in the household of Noah J. Briles in Coffey County, Kansas 
¢ Mary Elizabeth Briles — 14 year old female born in Oklahoma who was listed as a 
niece in the household of Charles Cook in Coffey County, Kansas 
Since the local newspapers have been digitized and are what | call ‘gossipy’ newspapers, 
| tried to find mention of the girls’ marriages. So far, | haven’t found mentions of those 
marriages. However, | did find two references to Alexander Briles’ second marriage. 


Mrs. Effie Flake went to Beaumont to attend the wedding of her brother Alex Briles, and 
Mrs. Westfall.

Have you seen the movie, Far and Away starring Tom Cruise? Or, have you seen the 
1960 movie, Cimarron starring Glenn Ford? Both of these movies include the Oklahoma 
Land Run in their plot. 


When | think of early Oklahoma land owners, | automatically think of the land runs. The 
first Oklahoma land run occurred in April 1889. Other land runs were in 1891, 1892, 1893 
and 1895. When | think about a cousin being a land owner in early Oklahoma, | think 
about him acquiring that land thru a land run. 


While researching descendants of my 3rd great grandfather, Alexander Briles, who 
settled in Coffey county, Kansas, | discovered that Alexander’s grandson, Alexander 
George Briles owned land in Texas county, Oklahoma. Texas County was not included in 
the areas of Oklahoma settled during the land runs. Since Texas county is located in the 
Oklahoma panhandle, it was referred to as ‘ No Man’s Land‘ during the time the rest of 
the state was opened for settlement. This area of Oklahoma was settled by squatters and 
later by those who purchased the land at a public land sale. 


And even though they didn’t settle in Oklahoma until the early 1900s, my Briles cousins 
were original land owners.

Did you hear? There is an update to RootsMagic 8 that fixes the TreeShare issues with 
large trees. For those that are unfamiliar with RootsMagic’s TreeShare, it is a way to 
synchronize RootsMagic data with a tree on Ancestry. For many users this is fantastic 
news. 


| was fortunate in that | somehow managed to get my file of about 17,000 individuals 
connected to my Ancestry tree using my desktop computer in mid-October. Thus, | was 
able to continue to use Ancestry Hints as | did with RootsMagic 7. I’m not sure | would 
have patiently waited for this update if | hadn’t been able to make the TreeShare 
connection. However, my previous experiences kept reminding me that | do not want to 
start over with a new tree. For me, the consequences of creating a new tree means

I’m thankful that this recent update to RootsMagic 8 resolved the issue with large trees 
syncing with Ancestry. Unfortunately, | discovered a minor issue that will take major time 
to resolve. It seems that all of the people whom | had previously worked with and at some 
point clicked on the X to ‘Mark as Not Changed’ are now back in my list as ‘changed’. 


Browsing thru the list of people in my file, | saw a lot of pink (meaning the information is 
different) for the sources. For example, one of my ancestors, Hannah, was married to a 
Smith. Her screen indicates that | need to update her name on Ancestry and that many of 
her sources are pink — i.e. different. 


Clicking on one of those pink icons, | can compare the sources from RootsMagic to the 
sources on Ancestry. The only difference for the source attached to her birth fact is a 
comma. 
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i) Compare Sources 


Scrolling thru and looking at my ancestors, not only do | find a lot of pink sources but 
quite a few yellow places. Expanding the window to full screen allows me to see the 
difference in the places. My RootsMagic file has United States after the name of the state 
while Ancestry does not. 


As | see it, | have the following options: 


¢ Mark items like Hannah’s name to upload to Ancestry and accept changes 

¢ Use the X to mark people like John Briles as ‘Not Changed’ 
OR — | can create a group for the Thompson families I’ve been working on recently and 
get them uploaded and then use the OPTION to ‘Clear Everyone From the Changed List’.

Obituary Find

Have you ever run across an obituary that identifies a sibling for which you have no 
record? That was my situation when transcribing the obituary of William A. Mentzer, son 
of Japhet and Louisa Briles Mentzer. 


William Mentzer Is Buried 

The Big Creek Presbyterian church was filled and many were on the outside at two 
o'clock, Friday afternoon for the funeral of William Alexander Mentzer, who died, 
Wednesday, Aug 17, 1927 at his home west of Critty. The services were in charge of 
Rev. Eugene Kramer, pastor of the Burlington Methodist church. The church choir 
composed of mrs. Nettie White, Mrs. Tillie McMullen, Mrs. Hanna Caven, Mrs. Jennie 
Christy, Miss ada Caven, James and Kinney Caven sang “We’re Going Down the Valley” 
“Take Me As | Am” and “Beautiful Isle of Somewhere.” The choir was accompanied by 
Mrs. Elmira Christy. The pall bearers were James Caven, Wm. Morrow, John Israel, john 
D[ulJaughor, J. Allen Christy, and G[ene] Morrow. Interment was made in the Big Creek 
Presbyterian cemetery. 

William Alexander Mentzer, eldest son of Mr. And Mrs. Japhet Mentzer was born Nov 25, 
1870, and he spent his entire life in Coffey County on his father’s farm and on his own 
place since his marriage to Miss Rosa Metzger on Nov 29, 1909. He was a kind and 
affectionate husband and a jovial and good neighbor. He will be greatly missed in the 
home and in the neighborhood. 

His father preceeded him in death in 1917. Also one sister, Eva, who died in 1874. He 
leaves to mourn his wife, Mrs. Roma Mentzer, two nieces, Misses Anna and Thurnelda 
Wise, whom Mr. And Mrs. Mentzer had cared for since they were small children, his aged 
mother, Mrs. Louis Mentzer, one sister, Mrs. Mariet [s] Gray and two brothers, Jay and 
John Mentzer, besides a host of other relatives and friends.

| already had documented most of the family. However, | wasn’t sure who Mrs. Mariet[s] 
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Gray was. | did have a census record from 1870 showing a Loretta Mentzer in the 
household of Jacob and Louisa Mentzer. Since Loretta was listed as being 13 and Louisa 
was listed as being 24, | had entered Loretta as a child from a previous marriage. 


So, | started digging in the newspapers to see what | could learn about Mrs. Gray. Even 
though most of the papers have been digitized and contain a lot of local gossip, | have 
not found a Mentzer-Gray marriage announcement. | expanded my search for the 
MENTZER surname and got lucky! | found the obituary for Japhet Mentzer that contains 
lots of information about the family.

Japhet Mentzer, son of Peter and Elizabeth Mentzer, was born August 23, 1824 in 
Licking County Ohio, and died to Neosho Township, Coffey county, Kansas February 11, 
1917, aged 92 years 5 months and 18 days. He grew to manhood in the state of Ohio, 
and was united in marriage to Mary Rhodes June 5, 1856. He and his young wife 
immigrated to the state of low, where they lived for a short time and from there they came 
to Coffey county arriving on the 10th day of November 1857. To this union were born 
three daughters. His wife died April 4, 1866 and the tow younger daughters died the 
same year. He was again united in marriage to Louisa Briles October 20, 1866 and to this 
union four children were born, one daughter and three sons, Eva dying at the age of 5 
years. He is survived by his faithful wife and four children: Mrs. J. N. Gray, Wm. A., Jay 
and John Mentzer with their families, eleven grand children and nine great grand 
children. He was respected by all for his honesty and his word was as good as his bond. 
He came here in an early day, saw many hardships but by hard work he built a good 
home. The funeral was held at the Presbyterian church, Rev. Mr. White of Crandall 
preaching the funeral sermon. He was laid to rest in the Big Creek Cemetery.

Are you a fast clicker in RootsMagic 8? Do you quickly transition from entering the date 
and place for a fact to entering the source for that fact? I’ve found that at times | working 
with a source and do quickly move from the fact to the source. And at times, this causes 
me to have errors in my data. If I’m too quick and forget a step, then | get a blank fact 
with an attached source 


Sometimes, | catch the blank fact and get it corrected right away. However, there are 
times when | don’t realize my mistake causing this blank fact to become part of my tree. 
These ‘blank facts’ are obvious when doing TreeShare.

In the above image, | have a fact on the RootsMagic side that shows a blank (yellow) 
date and place but a pink source. 


These blank facts are NOT an issue with the RootsMagic software. My process of 
entering the data is the cause. 


Since TreeShare makes them obvious, | can also fix them from TreeShare by clicking on 
the EDIT ROOTSMAGIC PERSON button. This opens the Edit screen for the individual. 
Looking at the list of facts, | can see the RESIDENCE fact toward the bottom of the list of 
facts that has a source (pen icon) and no date or place.

Clicking on that fact, shows that no information has been entered for the date or place 
fields. | can also see that a source has been attached to this ‘blank’ fact. 
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Clicking on the source, opens the source and allows me to see the ‘research note’ for the 
citation. This note reveals the information that should have been entered for the date and 
place. 


Since | can see the information that should have been entered for the residence fact, | 
can go back and enter that information. Once the data is entered, | need to remember to 
click the CHECK MARK in the upper right corner of the window. 


Once I’ve clicked that check mark and closed the individual’s window, I’m back to 
TreeShare. Now the fact now contains a data and place making it different than other 
residence facts already uploaded. Thus, | can upload it to Ancestry.

Since I’ve encountered this issue several times, I’ve also figured out what I’m doing 
wrong. 


I’m forgetting to click the Check Mark to save the data in the date/place fields before 
trying to add the source information. 


After figuring out that | wasn’t clicking the check mark, I’ve paid more attention when 
entering data to make sure I’m not creating those blank facts. 


The lesson that | evidently still need to learn is to slow down and click the check mark.

CRAWFORD MIGRATION 


My Crawford research is stuck in the area of Augusta county, Virginia where there are 
several different CRAWFORD families, each with sons named James. According to 
records from Ohio, my James Crawford was born in 1772 in Virginia. James married 
Sally Duggins in 1799 in Garrard county, Kentucky. Records place James in Preble 
County, Ohio in 1811 where there is another James Crawford who was also born in 
Virginia about 1770. This James was married in Lincoln County, Kentucky in 1793. 


By 1831, James’ son Nelson had migrated to Warren County, Indiana. Nelson either 
migrated with the other James Crawford and his family or followed them to Indiana. 


In 1884, Nelson’s son, Washington Marion Crawford (my ancestor), migrated to Dodge 


City, Kansas. Washington Marion was following his older brother, James, who had 
migrated to Dodge City in 1878. 


BRILES MIGRATION 
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Like my Crawford ancestors, my BRILES ancestors were early Kansas settlers, actually 
arriving prior to statehood. Alexander Briles and his family migrated from Randolph 
County, North Carolina to southern Coffey County, Kansas prior to 1858. 


The BRILES family has deep roots in Randolph County, North Carolina. Conrad Briles 
(Broils) filed papers to purchase land in Rowan county, North Carolina in 1763. He is 
listed on the tax records in Randolph county in 1779. In 1784, his will was probated in 
Randolph County, North Carolina. 


Conrad was a member of the second Germanna colony. He arrived in Virginia with his 
parents in 1717. The family migrated from Oestisheim, Wuerttemberg, Germany. 


In North Carolina, the surname took on the BRILES spelling while those who stayed in 
Virginia took on the BROYLES spelling.

Even though World Cat did not indicate that there was a digitized version of this book, | 
did some digging and found it on Ancestry. That means that | can do a search of the book 
for the THOMPSON surname and locate every instance of the name. 


As | use this biography, | need to remember that the information contained in it may not 
be correct. However, it does provide a lot of hints to help me locate other records to 
support or disprove the information in the biography.

Thus, this one biography forms the backbone for building the family. It provides hints for 
locating census records, land records, marriage records, etc. 


W. T. Thompson, a prosperous farmer and stock-grower of Richland township, may be 
found on section 36, following his peaceful pursuits successfully, and enjoying the 
confidence and esteem of his neighbors. He was born in Ohio County, KY., Dec. 29, 
1820, and is a son of John and Sarah (Iglehart) Thompson, the former a native of 
Kentucky and the latter of Maryland. At quite an early day the family removed form 
Kentucky to Indiana, and lived there till 1844, when they came to Wapello County, lowa, 
and were thus numbered among the pioneers of this county. Here they lived until 1857, 
when they moved to Adams County, lowa, where the father died soon after, the mother 
surviving him until February, 1877. 


The subject of this sketch was reared on a farm, and on the 30th day of October, 1842, in 
Warrick County, Ind., was united in marriage to Miss Polly Ann Evans. Mrs. Thompson 
was born July 25, 1821, and is the daughter of James and Sarah (Garret) Evans. Her 
father was a farmer and moved with his family from Indiana to this State, where he 
remained a short time and then returned to Indiana, where himself and wife subsequently 
died. In 1847 Mr. Thompson came from Indiana to Wapello County, making the journey 
with team. On his arrival he bought 120 acres of land of the Government, which 
comprises his present farm. Of tis eighty acres are under cultivation and he owns thirty- 
eight acres of wood and pasture land on section 17, Dahlonega township. The home farm 
is well improved; on it is a tasteful and substantial dwelling, good barn and a fine orchard. 


Mr. And Mrs. Thompson are the parents of nine children: Sarah J. Who married N. W. 
Bliles, is now a widow, living in Kansas; John E. Married Miss Mary Dunn, and lived in 
Adams County, lowa; he was a member of the 29th lowa Infantry, and served until the 
close of the war; William F. Married Miss Loisa Falkner, and is living in Wapello County; 
Martha is the wife of c. C. Ingersoll, and lives in Republic County, Kan.; Julia is deceased; 
Ellen is the wife of J. F. Gowdy, living in Cass County, lowa; Polly Ann, Mrs. Albert D. 
Rickett, is living in Keokuk County, lowa; Belle is the wife of Lewis N. Gowdy, of this 
county; Arsena is living at home with her parents. Politically Mr. Thompson is a 
Republican. 


Because this and similar biographies have proven very beneficial in my genealogy 
journey, | will continue to utilize these county histories.

Have you thought about what happens to all of the work you’ve put into the research of 
your family after you are gone? Are you one of those lucky ones who have someone 
younger willing to take it over? 


Unfortunately, | don’t believe | will be so fortunate. Thus, | have sought out ways to share 
my research. I’ve distributed narrative reports to the societies where my ancestors lived, 
published my work on a web site, shared my work via gedcom, maintain a public tree on 
Ancestry and now blog about my findings. 


Since | was not actively doing research for quite a few years prior to my retirement, | was 
not aware of the FamilySearch tree until | started using RootsMagic. Thus, for the past 
five years, | have been learning more about the FS tree and the FS site in general. Even 
though | have read or heard all of the comments about others changing one’s ancestors, | 
appreciate the collaborative aspect of the tree.

Clicking on FamilySearch from the drop-down menu opens a window comparing what | 
have in my RootsMagic fild with what is on the FamilySearch FamilyTree. 


Not only does this window show me that there are several census records and marriage 
records that | need to find, but it also identifies the spouse and children of Francis N. 
Goudy. It is this family information that | want to capture from FamilySearch. 


To add an individual from FamilySearch to my RM tree, | click on the icon to the left of 
their name. This opens a window askinig me to confirm adding the person to my RM file. 
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Once | have the spouse and children added to my RM file, | then use RM’s TreeShare to 
add them to my Ancestry Tree. Now, | can research the family adding facts and events. 
By already having the family names in my database, | can more easily analyze records to 
see if they apply to this family. | realize that | am assuming the family on FS is correct. 
Since | work with one family at a time to document the events of their lives, | am willing to 
take the risk that some of the information on FS might be incorrect knowing that | can 
always delete them from my RM file. Besides the convenience of adding facts and 
sources, | like the fact that these new family members are already linked to the FS tree.

Based on the death indicating a loss at sea in 1942, | assumed this was a military related 
death. Hoping to learn more about Meredith C. Hall, | started by trying to find an obituary 
or a death notice in a South Dakota paper in March 1942. My initial search on 
Newspapers.com wasn’t very productive. 


So | turned to Google to try and find out what military event(s) resulted in deaths at sea 
on March 1,1942. One of the results was a Naval History Homepage site that listed 
casualties from the U.S.S. Houston which sunk on March 1, 1942. Since | didn’t find 
Meredith Hall on this page, | turned to Fold3. 

On Fold3, | found several rosters listing a Meredith C. Hall aboard the U.S.S. Houston.

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The entry for Meredith Hall in the booklet, State Summary of War Casualties [South 
Dakota] by the U.S. Navy in 1946 indicates that Meredith Hall was from Artesian and the 
son of Mrs. Anna Hall. This matches the descendant of William Thompson that I’m 
researching. 


Also on Fold3 was a page created by the American Battle Monuments Commission for 
Meredith C Hall. This page indicates a death date of 15 Dec 1945.

Since the memorial contains a different date of death than the Find a Grave record, | 
returned to Newspapers.com and broadened the search to include the years of 1942 thru 
1946. That turned up the article, “11 More S.D. Men in Navy Are Missing’ in the 15 May 
1942 issue of the Argus-Leader (Sioux Falls, South Dakota). 


11 More S.D. Men in Navy Are Missing 
Department Issues Third Casualty List — 18 Reported Before 


Washngton, May 15. —- (AP) — Eleven South Dakota navy men were listed today by the 
navy department as missing as the department issued casualty list No. 3. The list 
covered the period from December 7, 1941 to April 15, 1942. In previous casualty lists, 
the navy reported 12 dead and six injured from this state in the same period.

* In May of 1942, Meredith Hall’s name was added to the list of U.S. Navy men who 
were missing 
¢ Meredith Hall was declared dead in 1945 with burial at sea 
Since the rosters place Meredith Hall aboard the U.S.S. Houston, the tale of the U.S.S. 
Houston adds more to the story of Meredith Hall’s death. Quoting from the Wikipedia 
article about the U.S.S. Houston, 


On board Houston, shells were in short supply in the forward turrets, so the crew 
manhandled shells from the disabled number three turret to the forward turrets. Houston 
was struck by a torpedo shortly after midnight, and began to lose headway. [5] Houston's 
gunners had scored hits on three different destroyers and sunk a minesweeper, but she 
was struck by three more torpedoes in quick succession. [5] Captain Albert Rooks was 
killed by a bursting shell at 00:30, and as the ship came to a stop, Japanese destroyers 
moved in, machine-gunning the decks and men in the water. A few minutes later, 
Houston rolled over and sank. [5] Of the 1,061 aboard, 368 survived, including 24 of the 
74-man Marine Detachment, only to be captured by the Japanese and interned in prison 
camps. Of 368 Navy and Marine Corps personnel taken prisoner, 77 (21%) died in 
captivity. 


Aftermath 
Houston's fate was not fully known by the world for almost nine months, and the full story 
of her last fight was not told until the survivors were liberated from prison camps at the 


end of the war. 


The web page, The ‘Nightmare’ Night USS Houston Went Down, tells the story of that 
last night. A survivor has also shared his story: A Survivor's Story: by David Flynn USN

Rickett had been in the hospital since August but was improving and his death was 
unexpected. His wife, who with their children live in Hedrick, had visited him at the 
hospital a week before his death. He was born and reared in Hedrick and had been in the 
Navy 30 years. He was living in Shanghai with his family when recalled to active duty 
prior to the outbreak of World War II and was serving at Manila Bay when captured. 


He was liberated January 30, 1945 and arrived in Hedrick March 3, 1945. When his 
family first arrived in lowa, they lived in Oskaloosa, lately moving to their home in Hedrick. 
He was a member of the American Legion Post at Oskaloosa. Surviving are his wife, 
Alice, two daughters, Margaret, 13, and Pauline, 6, and a son, Ernest Jr., three sisters, 
Mrs. Earl Hamilton of Hedrick, Mrs. Ollie Tennis of Beacon, and Mrs. Herbert Dickey of 
Cantril, and two brothers, Andrew Rickett of Knoxville and Clifford Rickett of Phoenix, 
Arizona. 


The body arrived in Ottumwa at 8:30 this morning and will remain at the Cooperative 
Burial Association in Fremont until time for the funeral services Thursday. The funeral 
services will be conducted at the Christian Church Thursday afternoon at 2 o’clock with 
complete military services at the grave. Interment will be made in Brooks Cemetery 
beside his mother. 
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“Ernest Rickett gave a good accounting of his life in a Japanese POW camp. His story 
was published in the Hedrick Journal on March 07, 1945. Excerpts from the story are 
below, but the entire story is a good read. 


“Before the attack on Pearl Harbor, Chief Rickett was a member of the Naval Reserves 
and resided in China. He was called into action and was on shore patrol at Manila Bay, 
where he was captured on May 6, 1942.” 


“The camp [Cabannatun] was a half mile long and a quarter mile wide, surrounded by 
high wire fence. Outside the camp was a 900 acre farm on which the prisoners labored. 
Their food was principally rice, radish tops, a native sweet potato plant, and a native 
lettuce. Every ten days they were given a small portion of meat with which they made 
gravy.” 


“At the time of his release, he was preparing for bed and was clothed only in his shorts. 
When the firing started, everyone fell to the ground for they thought these shots were 
from Japanese guns. He said he heard shouts, ‘Come on, the Yanks are here!’ At these 
words, all made a dash to freedom. In Rickett’s own words, “I didn’t wait for my clothing; | 
grabbed my shoes and left.” 


“Chief Rickett, who has been in the Navy for 28 years, is wearing seven service stripes 
and four campaign medals; they are South West Pacific, American Defense, China 
Service, Filipino Defense, for World War II. For World War I, he has the Victory Medal, 
Second Nicaraguan Campaign, Yanks Sea Service, and Good Conduct.” 


This information on Find a Grave challenged me to learn more about Ernest Eugene 
Rickett and his military service. My initial search of Fold3 was unsuccessful. Not willing to 
give up, | turned to newspapers — and located articles that help fill in the details. 


Ernest Ricket Is Reported Missing 


Mrs. Earl Hamilton has received word from the navy department that her brother, Ernest 
Eugene Rickett, 47, machinist’s mate first class of the U.S. Naval Reserve, is reported 
missing in action May 6, 1942, in the Manila Bay area, when Corregidor fell. 


Mr. Rickett enlisted in the navy in 1917, serving in World War No. 1, and retired in 1937, 
after 20 years service and had residedin Shanghai, China, since. He was called back to 
active service Oct. 18, 1940, and was assigned tot he U.S.S. Luzon, which was severely 
damaged by enemy gun fire and was sunk by U.S. forces, when capture appeared 
imminent. So far as is known no casualties resutled and it is feared he may be a prisoner 
of war. 


He is the son of the late Mr. and Mrs. A. D. Rickett of Hedrick and was born and reared in 
Hedrick and attended the Hedrick schools from which he graduated in 1913. As far as 
can be learned his wife and three children are still in China.

Rickett Believed Rescued at Luzon 
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Included in the rescue of 513 Yank prisoners ant Luzon, Phillippines, recently was one 
Earnest E. Rickett with address of Shanghai, China. Mrs. Earl Hamilton, of Hedrick, has a 
brother by that name and address, who is the son of the late Mr. and Mrs. A. D. Rickett, 
of Hedrick. 


Rickett graduated from the Hedrick high school with the class of 1913. Shortly after 
graduating he entered the navy and served over 20 years. He retired from the navy 
service and established a home in Shanghai, China, where he lived with his wife and 
three children at the start of the present war. 


He was called into service with the outbreak of the war and shortly after re-entering the 
service was reported missing. His wife made an attempt to correspond with his relatives 
in Hedrick and her communication was answered. No reply has been received and 
relatives have been unsuccessful in receiving information through several other sources. 


His relatives believe that the Earnest E. Ricktt rescured fits the description of the former 
Hedrick man with the same name, address and rating. Also from the fact that when he 
was last heard from he was in the Philippine area. Other relatives are a sister, Mrs. H. A. 
Dickey of Cantril, a brother, Andrew at Knoxville, and a brother Clifford address unkown.

Rickett Home From Phillippines 


Chief machinist Mate Earnest E. Rickett, who was recently released as a prisoner of war 
from Camp Cabannatuan in the Phillippines, and arrived in Hedrick Sunday, gave the 
following story of his life as a prisoner of the Japanese: 


Before the attack on Pearl Harbor Chief Rickett was a member of the Naval Reserves, 
and resided in China. He was then called into action and was in shore patrol at Manilla 
Bay, later assigned to defense patrol at Ft. Hughes, where he was captured May 6 1942, 
following the fall of Corregidor. He was among 7,000 other Americans who were then 
sent to various prison camps. On October 29, 1942, he was sent to Cabannatun, where 
he remained until his recent release. 


Rickett described Cabannatun as a former Phillippine army training camp, and mamy 
barracks still remained. The camp was half a mile long and a quartr mile wide, 
surrounded by high wire fence. Outside the camp was a 900-acre farm on which the 
prisoners labored. 


Their food was principally rice, radish tops, a native sweet potato plant, a native lettuce 
called pichi, and very ten days they were given a small portion of meat with which they 
made gravy. They had no bread, but during the later months they ground rice from which 
they made a bread which would not keep well. Their food was eaten from regular army 
mess kits and the prisoners made rude stools and tables. There beds were nothing but 
bamboo slats and Chief Rickett sad one was very lucky if they had and bedding. 


At the time of his release with the 511 disabled men the resto of the 7,000 had been 
moved for war work and to various other camps. 


Regular church services were held in the prison camp, with Chaplains for every 
denomination. There were plenty of doctors but a very small amount of medical supplies. 
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In the early part of 1943 they received a small amount of medical supplies. 


Rickett said that time moved quickly until the planes started coming over last September. 
He said he had never given up hope for freedom, and that the planes made them realize 
something was ready to happen. 


At the time of the release he was preparing for bed, and was clothed only in his shorts. 
When the firing started everyone fell to the ground for they thought these shots were from 
Japanese guns. He said he heard shouts, “Come on, the Yanks are here!” At these 
words, all made a dash to freedom. In Rickett’s own words, “I didn’t wait for my clothing; | 
grabbed my shoes and left.” 


When asked about his feeling when he was released he said, “If there was a happier man 
in the world than | was, | would have like to have seen him.” Of General MacArthur, 
Rickett said, “He is the grandest general in the world, and there will always be a soft spot 
in my heart for the MarArthurs, for at one time the General’s brother, Capt. Arthur 
MacArthur, was captain of my ship.” 


Rickett flew from Pearl Harbor to San Francisco on the flying boat the Mars with eight 
other prisoners of war. The thing that impressed him most was the improvement and 
change in the navy and their new weapons. 


Chief Rickett, who has been in the navy for 28 years is wearing seven service stripes, 
and four campaign medals; they are South West Pacific, American Defense, China 
Service, Phillippine Defence for World War II. For World War I, he has the Victory Medal, 
Second Nicaraguan Campaign, Yanks Sea Searvice and Good Conduct. 


This is the first time Chief Rickett ahs been in Hedrick since 1929. A family reunion was 
held Sunday at the Earl Hamilton home in his honor. The following relatives were 
present: Mr. and Mrs. Andrew Rickett, Mrs. Vance Sterling and daughter Charlotte, Mrs 
George Slocum and daughter Connie Joe, all of Knoxville; Mrs. George Perry and 
daughter Marilyn of Oskaloosa; Mr. and Mrs. H. A. Dickey and son Zane, of Cantril and 
Herschel Dickey.

Still determined to find muster rolls, | turned to Google and searched for “u.s. naval 
reserves muster rolls 1939”. The first item was a link to the National Archives. However, 
the second and third item led me to digital versions of these muster rolls on Ancestry and 
on Fold3. 


A search of the Ancestry database resulted in 6 records that are likely for the same 
Ernest Rickett.

| recently wrote about Ernest Eugene Ricketts who was captured while serving for the 
U.S. Navy, help prisoner at Cabannatun and rescued by the Army Rangers. However, 
there is another side to his story — and that is her story. 


Ernest Rickett married Alice Mok on September 20, 1937 in Shanghai, China. 


Ernest Rickett was called back to active service in October 1940 leaving behind his wife 
Alice along with their three young children. In March 1942, Ernest Rickett was reported 
missing in action. In October 1942, Ernest Rickett was imprisoned at Cabannatun. In 
January, 1945, Ernest and about 500 other prisoners were rescued. By March 1945, 
Ernest was back in lowa, while his wife and children were still in China. 


So far, | haven’t found any newspaper articles about the arrival of Alice and her children 
in the United States. However, there is a 1959 article about the family that indicates they 
arrived in 1946. There is a short article on the front page of the 13 Nov 1946 Hedrick 
Journal which indicates the family had purchased a house in Hedrick. 


Mrs. Ernest Rickett and family have moved into the property they recently purchased 
which is located on North Main street and which was formerly occupied by the Aben 
Swanstrom family. Mrs. Ricketts is glad of an opportunity to live in her husband’s 
hometown and to know his relatives and friends. Ricketts is still confined to the Navy 
hospital.

In July 1949, Alice Mok Rickett took the exam to become a naturalized citizen. Alice 
Rickett was naturalized on 19 Sep 1949 in Ottumwa, lowa. 


Alice Rickett Widow of Ernest Rickett veteran of World war 2 had a thrilling experience 
September 19th when she became a citizen of the United States of America. A native of 
China, she and her children, Margaret, Ernest Jr. and Pauline, came to this country to 
join Chief M. M. Ernest Rickett following the close of World War II. The arrived at Hedrick, 
lowa where relatives gave them a warm welcome. Then it was that Alice Rickett applied 
for naturalization papers in Wapello county. She took the written examinations July 29th 
and it was a happy day for her and her American citizen children when she received 
notice to appear at the Post Office building in Ottumwa for the final proceeding. with 
seven other persons she was presented a certificate of citizenship following an 
impressive address by a member of the American Legion — it was a dramatic moment in 
Alice Rickett’s life when, by a member of the D.A.R. she was presented a small American 
Flag. How did you feel at that moment, we asked Alice, and she quickly answered, “Like 
a million — | am proud to be a citizen of the United States of America.”

Have Been Proud of His Family.” 


Ernest Rickett Would Have Been Proud of His Family 


Mrs. Ernest Rickett, now of Fullerton, Calif., is visiting friends and relatives in this 
community, and her youngest daughter, Pauline, who is enrolled as a freshman at the 
state University of lowa, this fall. 


Mrs. Rickett, a native of China, formerly lived in Hedrick, having come form China in 1946 
with her three children to join her husband, Ernest, who had been freed from a Japanese 
prison camp, in the Philippine a few months earlier. Rickett met his wife in China, while 
serving with the U.S. Navy. 


The family moved to Hedrick in the fall and the children entered school. However, Mr 
Rickett became ill and only lived five months after the arrival of his family. He died in a 
Naval hospital in Illinois, a victim of tuberculosis, which he had contracted in the prison 
camp. 


The family lived in Hedrick about two years, before moving to Mt. Pleasant, where the two 
older children, Margaret and Ernest, graduated from high school with high honors. 
Margaret graduated from the State University three years ago, having maintained a high 
average, serving in several offices, and was vie-president of the Motor Board. She is now 
employed in the data processing division of |.B.M. in Long Beach, Calif., and lives with 
her mother. 


Ernest attended Grinnel college one year, having received a scholarship, and transferred 
to State University, graduating in 1958. He enlisted in the Navy and is now at Officer’s 
Candidate School in the east. 


Pauline, the youngest, graduated from Fullerton high school in California as an honor 
student. She received a scholarship to the University of California, but preferred to come 


to lowa as the others had graduated here. 


Mrs. Ricketts is employed as a dietitian’s aid in the Veterans Administration hospital near 
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her home. She has attended Adult Education classes, and paints as a hobby. She owns 
her home, dries a car, and with her family are typical Americans, having made the best of 
the opportunities which are offered to the family on one who gave his life for his country.

1945, he was stationed on the island of le Shima. 


Lt. Ashmore entered the service when he was 18. He was an aviation student at Wofford 
college, Spartanburg, S.C., where he took a five months course prior to his appointment 
as an aviation cadet in the army air forces flying training command. 


He was classified a navigator at the completion of his course and assigned to the 
Nashville army air center in Tennessee for determination of branch of air crew service. 
He took his pre-flight training at Maxwell field, Ala., and received his second lieutenant 
wings as an aerial navigator at San Marcos, Tex.

Word of the death of Capt. William E. Pickens, Jr., 28 husband of the former Miss Lady 
Houston of Murfreesboro, in a plane crash off Luzon last September, has been received 
from the War department. 


Captain Pickens had been reported missing since last September 14, when a four-plane 
flight of B-24 Liberators, en route from Morotai to Manila, encountered a typhoon. Three 
of the planes reached Manila safely, but Captain Pickens’ plane, which he was piloting, 
was lost in the storm. 


Captain Pickens had been overseas since June of last year, and had participated in 
many raids on Tokyo. He was stationed at le Shima, and witnessed the arrival there of 
the Jap surrender plane, bearing envoys to meet MacArthur's representative in Manila. 


A native of Lewisburg, where he was graduated from the high school, Captain Pickens 
was the son of W. E. Pickens, Sr., Marshall county circuit court clerk, and Mrs. Lounora 
Pickens. He was in charge of the city electric department there prior to entering service.

Do you ever run across something in you genealogy research that reminds you of a 
recent aspect of your own life? That was the case when | ran across a marriage 
announcement for one of my Ricketts cousins, Helen Kinnan. 


Dr. Leon Sweetland of First Methodist church, solemnized the wedding of Dr. Harry P. 
Reid to Miss Helen Kinnan, of Fort Stanton, N.M., in the parsonage of the church 
Wednesday afternoon at 4:30 oclock. 


Dr. Reid and his bride are connected with the marine hospital for tuberculars at Fort 
Stanton, where they will make their home.

Reading about Dr. Reid and his wife going to work in a hospital treating those with 
tuberculosis reminded me of one of the requirements to teach in Kansas: a health 
certificate. This health certificate confirmed that | did not have tuberculosis. During the 
early years of my teaching, | was required to get tested for TB on a regular basis. At 
some point, the regulation was changed and now teachers are only required to be tested 
when starting to work for a district. However, the board has the right to require an 
updated test at their will. 


The changes in these Kansas regulations are likely due to the rarity of an outbreak of 
tuberculosis in the United States. Thanks to public health measures and medical 
advances, tuberculosis is relatively rare in the United States today. However, tuberculosis 
or consumption is one of the causes of death we find mentioned for our ancestors. 


In the late 1800’s, the accepted treatment for tuberculosis was fresh air and sunshine. 
Thus, Fort Stanton became a hospital to treat tuberculosis. 
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In 1899, however, the US Public Health Service acquired the Fort as a tuberc u losis 
hospital for the Merchant Marine. Selected for its healthful climate, it served some 5,000 
sailor patients between 1899 and 1953, 1,500 of whom are buried in the Maritime 
Cemetery on a hillside overlooking the Fort. The patients lived in specially constructed 
tents, for fresh air and sunshine were the only known cures for tuberculosis.

Have your ever run across information from a database that seems to have its own 
jargon or code? That was my experience when researching Joseph Ogle, a second 
cousin twice removed on my RICKETTS line. 


An Ancestry leaf hint led me to the following information:

Wanting to know more about Joseph’s military service, | started searching for other 
sources to provide more details. Ironically, the BIRLS Death File, 1850-2010 gives 
Joseph’s initial enlistment date of 17 Apr 1917. This record also gives his birth date as 17 
Apr 1916 and his death date as 26 February 2003. Since we would all agree that a one 
year old would not be enlisting in the U.S. Army, it is obvious that the BIRLS data has an 
error. Thus, a search began for newspaper articles that would help validate the life and 
career of Joseph Ogle. 


The one thing | haven't found is an obituary. However, | was able to find quite a few 
articles that mention Joseph Ogle helping to document his military career. 


Joseph Alva Ogle was born on 17 Apr 1916 in Sheridan, Hamilton, Indiana, United 
States. 1 - 5 He was the child of Alva Spencer Ogle and Laura Belle Ricketts. 1-2 , 6 
He lived in Adams Township, Hamilton, Indiana, United States in 1920. 7 Joseph lived in 
Marion Township, Boone, Indiana, United States in 1930. 8 In 1934, he graduated from 
Sheridan high school in Sheridan. 9 — 10 


He was a student pilot in a national defense program to train airmen in Mar 1939 in 
Lafayette, Tippecanoe, Indiana, United States. 11 - 12 In Jun 1939, Joseph received a 
BS in mechanical engineering at Purdue University. 13 - 14 


He was employed by Cincinnati Milling Machine Company in Cincinnati, Hamilton, Ohio, 
United States. 9 He lived in Cincinnati, Hamilton, Ohio, United States in 1940. 15 


In Aug 1940 Joseph was an assigned as an assistant to Major Clinton Berrien, professor 
of military science and tactics at Xavier University in Cincinnati, Hamilton, Ohio, United 
States. 9 , 16 - 18 In Sep 1940 he was a reserve officer at Xavier University in Cincinnati, 
Hamilton, Ohio, United States. 19 He lived in Belton, Bell, Texas, United States on 28 Oct 
1942. 20 


Joseph served in the military as a second lieutenant in the Field Artillery in 1944. 22 He 
was among the 15,000 troops scheduled to arrive in New York on the Queen Mary in Sep 
1945. 23 


He was on list for promotion to Captain in the U.S. Army in Jul 1948. 24 Joseph lived in 
Honolulu, Hawaii in Feb 1953. 25 He was on promotion list to be promoted to Major in the 
U.S. Army on 22 Jul 1953. 13 


In 1955, he received a Masters in Mechanical Engineering from Georgia institute of 
Technology. 13 , 26 Joseph Ogle’s master thesis was titled, “Effect of Blade Design in the 
Louver Type Dust Separator”. 


Joseph retired from the U.S. Army as a Lt. Colonel on 30 Jun 1961. 5 During his service, 
Joseph Ogle received an Air Medal and a Commendation Medal. 
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In Jan 1965 he was appointed director of long range government planning for Bendix 
Corporation in Detroit, Wayne, Michigan, United States. 27 In Nov 1966, he was 
promoted to director of aerospace systems marketing for Bendix in Detroit, Wayne, 
Michigan, United States. 28 


Joseph lived in Alphine, Texas in 1976. 29 In 2001, he lived in San Antonio, Bexar, 
Texas, United States. 30 He died on 26 Feb 2003 at the age of 86.1,3-4

European blitzkriegs to his own defenses his army currently is in a state of terrific 
transition and 47 Cincinnati reserve officers at this post are finding that at times it actually 
is a “baseball bat army” 


The Cincinnatians are part of a contingent of 525 members of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps and have been drawn from the four states of the Fifth Corps Area, Ohio, Indiana, 
Kentucky and West Virginia. 


A battalion of the 329 Infantry is here from Cincinnati, with many reserve officers from 
numerous other branches and arms of the service. 


Command of the 329 th was assumed by Lieutenant Colonel Thomas H. Morrow, 
Hamilton County Common Pleas Judge, in the absence of Colonel Harry Toukmin, Jr., of 
Dayton. Colonel Morrow Wednesday was confined to the post hospital with an attack of 
arthritis. 


When Mayor James Stewart visited the post this week he addressed the Cincinnati 
contingent and then spoke before numerous groups of other components of the army 
here. He was accorded a rousing ovation by his fellow citizens. 


Stewart declared that had he followed an early ambition, he would have set out to pass 
through the academy at West Point. He declared that he heartily envied the 
completeness of a soldier’s life. 


Pace Is Strenuous 


High army authorities assert that the intensity of current preparations has only been 
matched by those of the war years of 1917. Indeed, they assert, the scenes many of 
them, are identical. Raw recruits are pouring in so fast that they cannot be outfitted with 
clothes within a few days of arrival and hence make their appearance in their awkward 
squads in their civilian garb. 
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In the field, new weapons expected to be provided soon to the army, are not yet 
available. So, in studying tractical situations in the field, the reserves have been propping 
up baseball bats and pieces of timber to serve as emplacements of the new 60 and 81 
millimeter mortars so important in infantry operations. 


Hence, with a good deal of merriment, the Cincinnati contingent calls it fellow members 
who “operate” this improvised “artillery” the regiment “baseball bat-boys.” 


Army authorities, however, declare that the shortage is no laughing matter and that in the 
intensity of training into which the service ahs swung as a result of the President’s 
declaration of a limited emergency, it has been a discouraging factor that shortages of all 
kinds currently exist. 


All 75’s Old 


The artillery, supposed to be equipped with the new split-trail 75’s and the new pug- 
nosed howitzers, are training on 75’s of World War type. These are effective weapons but 
would be outclassed in combat with equipment available to armies today, authorities 
declare. 


Shortages of equipment for the famed mechanized brigade of cavalry located at the post, 
but most of whose unites are readying elsewhere for the forthcoming Wisconsin 
maneuvers, are desperately serious, high-ranking mechanized officers say without any 
hesitation. 


All of these phases of any army donning its war raiment are intimate phases of daily life 
for the Cincinnati reserve officers here. They not only learn what’s gong on and much of 
the general scheme of things in the months to come, but they take part quite actively in 
all the new operations being devised to cope with the almost fantastic war methods 
developed and demonstrated bloodily abroad. 


After two weeks of training, the reserves are scheduled to leave here sometime Sunday. 
During their last two days they will attend a demonstration of blitzkrieg cavalry operations. 


They will watch, first of all, a parade of scores of the army’s modern mechanized rolling 
equipment. Brigadier General Adna R. Chaffee post commander and chief of the regular 
army’s only mechanized organization, has arranged , then for a field demonstration, 
following the formal but exciting “pass in review” operation of the combat cars and tanks. 


To Watch “Battle” 


The reserves will move to one of the sections of the fort’s 33,000 acre terrain, rough hilly, 
and wooded, for an intimate view of battle operations of the mechanized troops. The dep- 
throated roar of light and heavy artillery will form the background for the peppery snap of 
literally hundreds of machine guns of several cities and calibers. 


All reserves at this post are under the command of Colonel N. B. Briscoe, of the Tenth 
Cavalry, regular army. A veteran of long service, he is regarded as one of the country’s 
outstanding authorities on the direction of cavalry operations which so closely parallel the 
lightning warfare of mechanized forces Colonel Briscoe normally is assigned to the 
Louisville area and is personally know to hundreds of reserve officers. 
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Colonel Briscoe declared to their representative of The Cincinnati Enquirer that the 
response of reserves to the heavy training schedules into which they have swung, 
including numerous night exercises over the Kentucky hill wilderness, has been indicative 
of the spirit with which Americans are responding to current defense expansion plans. 


Although no list of officers who have applied for immediate entrance into he army for at 
least a year’s service is available, a number of Cincinnatians have applied for details in 
all branches, including the non-flying sections of the air corps, and service with troops in 
Panama and the Philippines. 


Will be Accepted 


There is nothing secret regarding the fact that these applications have been received and 
that most of them will be accepted, it was pointed out, but all papers have not gone 
through the higher-geared processes of the army and hence will not be published for a 
short time. 


Many Cincinnati reserve officers declare that in their long experience, many of them 
dating experience from World War I, they have never witnessed such precisioned, 
earnest efforts to effect what the country needs most at present — adequate defense. 


Office complements of two other regiments besides the 329 th Infantry present here are 
from the 475 th Field Artillery adnth308th Engineers. Other officers are from 
miscellaneous organizations and branches.

I’m sure we 
had a vegetable like green beans but they would have been cooked on the stove with 
bacon and onions and not in the oven with cream of mushroom soup. 


We had sweet potatoes, but again not cooked in the oven with marshmallows. Instead we 
had ‘candied yams’. The sweet potato was cooked, and sliced ahead of time. On 
Christmas day, the slices were dipped in butter and then sugar and fried. 


Another dish that graced the table of my childhood was scalloped oysters. | remember 
one Thanksgiving or Christmas when us kids were forced to take a small amount and just 
taste it. When none of us liked the scalloped oysters, the adults must have decided they 
didn’t have to share their ‘precious’ scalloped oysters with us because we never had to 
take any after that. 


Dessert was always pie: pumpkin, pecan or cherry — all made by my grandmother. 


As an adult, one of my favorite experiences has been attending Candlelight Christmas 
Eve services at Church of the Resurrection in Leawood, Kansas. Even though most 
churches have a Christmas Eve service with the lighting of candles and singing of Silent 
Night at the end of the service, this service is unique. Their service incorporates 
darkness, contrasting darkness and the light Christ brings into the world. With a focus on 
being the light of Christ, all Christmas Eve donations are given away to support children 
and families in need. 


Another favorite ‘adult’ memory is of the night my brother, sister-in-law and | walked 
around Sar-Ko-Par Park in Lenexa, Kansas near my mother’s assisted living facility. The 
beauty of the park on that cold winter night and the lights was truly a moving experience.

Thinking that Wayne Bond must have enlisted prior to 1945, | 
started search the papers for an earlier article that mentioned his military service. | found 
one from 1943 that confirms that he was serving in the military at that time.

Winner of double honors for outstanding photography is M. Sgt. Wayne M. Bond, son of 
Vernon E. Bond, 2009 East Sixth Street in Tucson. 

“Church in the Wildwood” is the title of Sergeant Bond’s prize winning transparency in 
color. The shot captured first place in the Strategic Air Command’s annual photography 
contest for 1955. His other entrant in the contest, a black and white print entitled 
“Jackson Lake” took second in the final judging. Both photos were taken in the Jackson 
Lake Wyoming area with a 4 x 5 Busch-Pressman camera. 

Sgt. Bond, now stationed on Guam, has been in the photo business for “Uncle Sam’s” Air 
Force since 1946. He has served in western Europe, Africa, India, Persia and Russia, all 
during World War II.

These articles talk about photography contests in what appears to be two different 
locations: Strategic Air Command and Fairchild Air Force Base. Having lived in Seneca, 
Kansas for over 40 years with SAC headquartered in Omaha, | automatically assumed 
that the Strategic Air Command mentioned in the first article was referencing Omaha. 
However a Google search turned up a Wikipedia article listing various bases that were “ 
Strategic Air Command“. This list includes Fairchild. Thus, the two articles are likely 
referring to the same contest held at the Fairchild AFB. 
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Additional articles indicate that Wayne Bond’s tasks in the military were photography 
related. 


Master Sgt. Wayne M. Bond, a son of Mr. And Mrs. Vernon E. Bond, of 2009 East Sixth 
street, is now in Tucson on a 30-day furlough after two years in Korea. 

Sergeant Bond, who has been in service more than 14 years, was with the second photo 
squadron which operated in Korea from a base near Tokyo. Many of the pictures made 
by the group under his charge were used in newsreels and in magazines. 

He also distributed more than 800 pounds of clothing collected in Tucson from merchants 
and members of the First Christian Church, which the family attends. The clothing was 
distributed in the city hospital in Seoul. 

The Bonds are a pioneer Tucson family and one of sergeant’s great-great uncles, 
Frederick Maish, is a former mayor of this city.

Sergeant Bond wrote to his family that the saddest thing he photographed was a shot of 
the Christmas gifts being carried by the servicemen passengers on the plane, scattered 
among the twisted wreckage. Sergeant Bond,, a veteran of 13 years of service in the air 
force, said he nearly became lost in the wild Korean mountains while searching for one 
engine of the aircraft, which hurtled clear over the other side of the mountain when the 
plane crashed.
